A Proof 60+ was auctioned in 
the famous Fairfield collection by Bowers & 
Ruddy for $1,050 to a dealer. Compare Judd 
763 to its silver proof counterpart whose 
mintage is 50 times as great and ^lls for 
the same price. Proof 65. $1,360. 

1873 Judd 1274. A rarely offered die trial 
of the Seated $1. Last year of issue and 
struck in copper. Excessive^ rare as only 
two or three are known. Proof 65. $2,900. 

Judd 132, 763, and 1274 comprise a 
starter set of regularl\f issued copper die 
trials struck in 1851-1853, 1863, 1865-1867 
and 1869-1873. Twelve pieces represent the 
complete collection. Our starter set of the 
1851, 1869 and 1873 copper dollars can be 
purchased for $6,950. 

Conunerdal Dollars 

The Commercial Dollar was designed to 
compete with the Mexican peso in Chinese 
trade.

DOLLAR. Only one coin has been offered 
at auction in the recent past. Valued by 
Taxay at $5,000. Struck in silver with plain 
edge. Extremely rare, less than 12 known. 
Proof 65. $3,900. 

1872 Judd 1217. The copper strike of the 
above described coin. Valued at $3,000 in 
Taxay in 1975. Extremely rare, less than 12 
known. Proof 65. $2,300. 

Metric Dollars 

It was proposed in 1877 that an alloy 
called goloid be composed of gold, silver and 
copper in combination. Metric dollars 
specified the relationship of these metals 
using the metric system. 

1879 Judd 1618. Barber’s design of the 
metric dollar with flowing hair. Struck in 
silver with reeded edge. Reverse explains 
relationship of gold, silver and copper in the 
metric system. Proof 65. $895. 

1879 Judd 1623. Morgan’s design of the 
metric dollar with coiled hair. Struck in 
copper with reeded edge. Reverse same as 
above. Less than 12 known, extremely rare. 
Proof 65. $2,300. 

1880 Judd 1651. A goloid metric dollar. 
Designed by Barber. Less than 30 known 
and very rare. A highly desirable specimen 
for every pattern type set. Very popular. 
Proof 65. $1,500. 

1880 Judd 1652. Another gobid metric 
dollar struck in copper. A rarer issue with 
less than 12 known. Extremely rare. Proof 
65. $1,295.

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Balloonist Considering Numismatic Souvenir 



Two famous sports entrepreneurs. Jack 
Vaeth, left, and Dewey Reinhard, right, 
visited ANA headquarters recently to discuss 
the possibility of a numismatic souvenir to 
help finance the cost of Reinhard's second 
attempt to be the first man to cross the 
Atlantic in a balloon.

William P. Donlon 
ANA LM-101 

The numismatic world, particularly 
the paper money segmenT of it, lost one 
of its stalwarts when ''BilT' Donlon died 
suddenly at his home the evening of 
April 15. He was 86 years of age, a 44-year 
ANA member, and an 18-year dealer in 
paper money. 

William P. Donlon was born In 
Amsterdam, New York, and moved to 
Utica, about 50 miles away, in 1908. He 
worked his way Into the '"entertainment 
business'' In which he held several 
positions, finally retiring in 1957 to go 
into his hobby field as a full-time dealer. 
His first advertisement in The 
Numismatist was a full-page offering of 
National Bank notes In the November 
1959 Issue. 

Donlon was a founder and first presi- 
dent of the Mohawk Valley Coin Club in 
1959 and was named its "Man of the 
Year" in 1967. Among other numismatic 
offices he held was that of president of 
the Empire State Numismatic Associa- 
tion. He was the sole surviving charter 


member of the Utica Kiwanis Club 
which, in honor of his 60th year of 
membership In 1967, proclaimed a "Bill 
Donlon Day" in Utica. 

The numbering system that Donlon 
developed for U. S. paper money was 
used in the two books he wrote, and 
quite extensively In other publications. 
He conducted 12 mail bid auction sales, 
the first In May 1971 and the last closing 
just two weeks before his sudden death. 
These sales featured many rare items and 
have become important reference 
works on the subject material. 

Those who knew Bill Donlon well 
classed him as a kindly person who 
enjoyed association with his fellow men. 
He was a competent business man, but 
his humanism dominated his dealings. 
His March 31 sale (12th) catalog included 
a page of "reminiscing" that contained 
this thought: "Will this 12th sale be the 
last? Quite possibly." 

Survivors include his wife of 64 years, 
the former Stella Whittaker, sons James 
K. and William P., Jr., six grandchildren 
and two great-grandchildren.

England to Scrap Paper Pound 

Dear Sir: 

The enclosed item about the intention of the British Government to scrap the 
paper pound and replace it by a coin may interest you. 

It is not expected until next year and it is part of the Government's efforts to 
improve the United Kingdom's economy. 

Denzil Davies, Minister of State for the Treasury, has declared in the House of 
Commons that it is now very probable that to mint a £1 coin would be cheaper 
than to continue printing £1 notes. As a result It seems likely that Britain will 
follow its abandonment of the 10-shilllng note by Introducing a coin to replace 
the present paper pound. The new coin will probably follow the other British 
coins and be made of cupralloy, not the silver of Charles I's time. 

It Is interesting to note that the last time the legal government of the United 
Kingdom produced a silver £1coin it lost Its head. Charles I minted the largest 
coin ever to be produced in the United Kingdom from 1642 to 1644. Many of 
these were produced at Oxford from the University plate which was "donated" 
to the King's cause. 

After King Charles was executed, Cromwell gave orders for all £1 coins to be 
melted down and converted into the new Commonwealth coinage. However, 
there are a few still in existence and they illustrate what savage Inflation the 
United Kingdom has since undergone. One of the old £1 coins was recently 
offered for sale in London at a cost of £950, or approximately $1900. Unlike the 
old, the new £1 coin will not be of silver, and its introduction is not expected 
until after the next General Election in 1979.

A fine 
piece of police work then took place to bring about a total recovery.

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Philadelphia Mint, to come up with a 
device in the fewest possible words, to 
be placed on our coinage. Finally in 
December 1863, Mr. Chase chose the 
motto “In God We Trust^' and by Act of 
Congress April 24th, 1864, it was ordered 
placed on all new coins by President 
Lincoln and did appear that same year 
on the bronze two-cent piece. By 1865, it 
was struck on all silver and gold 
denominations. 

Now about the appearance of the 
motto on our currency. When did that 
happen and who was responsible? We 
numismatists should be grateful to 
Matthew H. Rothert of Camden, Arkan- 
sas, a past president of the ANA, for his 
initiative in this direction. He was sitting 
in a Chicago church one Sunday morn- 
ing as the collection was being taken, 
and the thought occurred to him that 
only the coins on the plate and not the 
bills carried the motto “In God We 
Trust.'' Therefore at the 1955 Arkansas 
Numismatic Convention he had a 
plaque presented to the Arkansas 
Secretary of State. On the shield were 
two bills, one without the motto and the 
other with “In God We Trust" inscribed 
upon it. After that, he contacted 
Secretary of the Treasury George W. 
Humphrey, who agreed with the 
suggestion and passed it on to the 
Congress where It was approved. On 
July 11th, 1955, the late President Dwight 
Eisenhower signed it Into law. “In God 
We Trust" was first printed on the one 
dollar silver certificate series 1935-G in 
1957; soon after it appeared on all 
denominations. Even when we went off 
the silver standard and our currency was 
Issued as Federal Reserve Notes it was 
continued on the reverse. 

It was years ago that this information 
was brought to my attention by older 
members of the Delaware County Coin 
Club, and on Sunday, April 29th, 1962,1 
attended the ceremony when Arthur 
Sipe, who Is also a past president of the 
ANA, dedicated the large bronze 
marker that was placed In the lobby of 
the renamed Prospect Hill Baptist 
Church built upon the same site, 
originally called RIdleyville. 

A 39mm sterling silver medal was 



struck for the National Commemorative 
Society in 1964 for the centennial of the 
first appearance of the motto on our 
coinage. It is the work of Gilroy Roberts, 
past chairman of the board of the 
General Numismatic Corporation, as 
well as former Chief Sculptor-Engraver 
at the United States Mint. The second 
39mm medal is one troy-ounce of .999 
fine silver struck during our Bicenten- 
nial by the United States Silver Corpora- 
tion. It shows the outlined map of the 
United States covered by the Stars and 
Stripes over which is the motto, “God 
Bless America." 

For the past 100 years we have been 
growing up as a nation. Christianity and 
Communism both have had their effects 
upon our homeland, but I see no reason

Who Rules America? - ^^United We Stand../^ 


I think it can safely be said that 
everyone who reads the following has a 
dollar bill In his or her pocket or purse. 
Take it out and turn it over, and what do 
you see on the reverse? Mainly a huge 
lettered word ''One/' and on either side 
a circle which carries the design of the 
great seal of these great United States. 
We are a great Nation because of the 
foresight of the founding fathers, who 
recognized their Creator and sym- 
bolized that fact by placing at the apex of 
the pyramid in the left hand circle the 
all-seeing eye of God. Please keep that 
word "symbolize" in mind. 

Quoting from the Evening Bulletin, 
"Madalyn Murray O'Hair, the atheist 
whose lawsuit led to the U.S. Supreme 
Court ban on Bible readings in public 
schools in 1%3, Is now waging a new 
battle — this time against the U.S. motto 
'In God We Trust' on U.S. Currency." 
She recently filed suit against the 
Treasurer of the United States and the 
Director of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing to have the phrase "In God We 
Trust" removed from all new coins and 
currency. She also stated, "This is a fight 
for symbolism, symbolism is terribly im- 
portant and I want the churches to take 
their symbols off our money." Another 
quote was, "Every time I spend a dime or 
buy a loaf of bread I've got to look at,1n 
God We Trust' — and I resist." This is only 
the first phrase, because she also wants 
the words "under God" deleted from 


the pledge of allegiance to our National 
Emblem. Today both our money and our 
flag are symbols before the world; of our 
freedom, integrity, and our solidarity or 
else they have no worth or value. 

Surely all coin collectors know the 
phrase in question first appeared In 1864, 
and all currency collectors have samples 
of our bills before 1957 that do not carry 
the quotation, but do all collectors know 
where, by whom, and under what cir- 
cumstances the controversial four little 
words originated? Read on: During the 
Civil War or the War Between the States 
as some refer to It, the Reverend Mark R. 
Watkinson, pastor of the First Particular 
Baptist Church of Ridleyville (Delaware 
County), Pennsylvania, was troubled by 
the Godless sacrifice and bloodshed. 
Determined to do something about it, 
he wrote Salmon P. Chase, then 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, on November 13th, 1861. He 
believed that a recognition of God 
should no longer be overlooked and 
suggested that the words, "God, Liberty, 
and Law" be placed upon our money. 
This would relieve us from the em- 
barrassment of having posterity call us a 
heathen nation, place us under the 
protecting hand of the God of our 
fathers, and prevent the continuation of 
the national shame and disaster. Mr. 
Chase, though burdened with the 
problems of war, took the time to write

Issues "Homage to Dada” by Marcel Janco 



''Homage to Dada" is the theme of a medal created by a founder of the modern art movement 
and released this month in a new collection of original art medals by Israel's leading artists. These 
collector coins are being produced in a series of 12 medals by a company based at the artists' 
village of Ein Hod in the Carmel hills near Haifa, Israel. 

The new Israeli art medal by Marcel Janco shows a Dada relief, "White on White," and a poem 
in French by jean Arp, janco's colleague in the Dada movement. On the obverse side are 
portraits of the artist and his wife. Founder of the Ein Hod art colony In 1953, Janco, the noted 
Rumanian-lsraeli art personality, designed the third work in the art medal collection following 
successful distribution of the initial two medals. Janco helped establish the Dada movement 
while studying architecture in Zurich and helped pioneer the modern art movement In Rumania 
before moving to Israel in 1942. 

The first two medals released were "Views of Old Tel Aviv" by Nahum Gutman and "Marriage" 
by Yossi Bergner. Other artists participating in the Israel art medal series include Mordechai 
Ardon, Avigdor Arikha, Samuel Bak, Erich Brauer, Moshe Castel, Jean David, Dany Karavan, 
Anna Ticho and Bezalel Schatz. The collection, it is said, will be completed in approximately two 
years. 

According to Itcha Mambush, president of the Israel Art Issuing House Co. Ltd. of Ein Hod, 
which produces the medals, the purpose of the series is to offer collector medals which provide a 
combination of investment value and outstanding original art work. The Janco medal is issued, as 
were the others in the series, in quantities of 500 pieces of 22 kt. gold (weight: 40 grams) and 500 
of sterling silver (weight: 70 grams). They are each decoratively hallmarked and numbered on the 
rim. 

The medals are minted at the company's own mint at Ein Hod, the only one of its type in Israel, 
under the supervision of the artists themselves. Engraving for the series Is done by Moshe Nov, 
Israel's principal engraver of medals. When minting is completed, it was said, the dies are 
destroyed in the presence of public personalities. 

Each medal is signed by the artist and also accompanied by a certificate personally signed by 
him attesting to its authenticity. The purity and content of gold in the medals is checked by the 
Standards Institute of Israel, while the quantities of coins minted are supervised by the Israel 
Discount Bank Trustee Company. The coins are being sold individually and In series by Moniton, 
The Israeli Medals and Art Co. Ltd., 97a Yafe Nof Street, Haifa.

lack of readership, he shut down 
operations for a few months, later to 
continue publishing the leaflet after 
requesting '"the name and address of 
every coin collector In America.'' 

In 1891, after opening an edition of 
the pamphlet by asking the fateful ques- 
tion, ''What's the matter with having an 
American Numismatic Association?" he 
met with five other men in Chicago in 
October of that year and founded the 
ANA. Though he considered himself to 
be too old to head the organization (he 
was 41), he became Charter Member #1 
and served as its executive secretary, 
treasurer, and editor/publisher for 
almost 21 years. As he died unexpected- 
ly of a short illness In 1908, Dr. Heath did 
not live to see the American Numismatic 
Association chartered as an educational 
organization by an Act of Congress In 
1912.

WHEREAS, Dr. George Francis Heath served humanity as a 
physician and achieved international fame as a numismatist; and 
WHEREAS, in 1888, Dr. Heath founded, edited, and published 
"The Numismatist," a national periodical for collectors of coins, 
medals, tokens, and paper money and in 1891 he founded the 
"American Numismatic Association;" and 
WHEREAS, the Monroe Coin Club, in cooperation with the 
Monroe County Historical Society, does hereby further honor 
Dr. Heath for his contributions to mankind with the erection of a 
historical marker. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Milton "Pat" Munson, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me as Mayor of the City of Monroe do hereby 
proclaim 

April 8, 1978 as DR. GEORGE FRANCIS HEATH DAY 
in Monroe, and in further recognition of the memorable day, do 
commend the official dedication of the Dr. Heath Historical 
Marker, located at 29 East Front Street, Monroe. 


Considered the founding father of organized numismatics in the United States, Dr. 
George Francis Heath was honored by members of the Monroe County Coin Club 
and the American Numismatic Association on Saturday, April 8th, who dedicated a 
plaque describing his life at the location of his former office in Monroe, Michigan. 
The plaque, sponsored by the local coin club & the Historic Trails Committee, reads: 

At this location Dr. Heath served humanity as a physician and achieved 
international fame as a numismatist. 

Born in Warsaw, N.Y., he graduated from the University of Michigan Medical 
School in 1881. He had the distinction of immediately being appointed resident 
physician of the University Hospitals. 

He moved to Monroe in 1884 becoming a leading physician and the first 
president of the Monroe County Medical Society. 

Monroe elected him Mayor in 1890, 18%, 1897, and 1906. 

Here in 1888, he founded, edited, and published ''The Numismatist," national 
periodical for collectors of coins, medals, tokens, and paper money. In 1891 he 
founded the American Numismatic Association. Both became long-lived in- 
stitutions. 

A monument erected in 1925 by the American Numismatic Association to honor 
Its founder marks Dr. Heath's grave in near-by Woodland Cemetery. 


Dr. Heath's love of coin collecting 
evolved while acting as postmaster of 
Warrensburg, Missouri, as a young man. 
Upon establishing a prominent medical 
practice in Monroe, Michigan, Heath 
devoted much of his spare time, in 
addition to politics, to the acquisition of 
knowledge pertaining to numismatics. 


Hindered by rural life and lack of access 
to other collectors, he purchased a small 
printing press in September of 1888 and 
produced a tiny, four page leaflet listing 
his wants and items for sale, and dis- 
cussed coin topics. He called the 
pamphlet The Numismatist.

"'extraordinary souvenir'' that would be "a suitable commemoration of a visit to a 
major minting facility." 

Along similar lines, some of Margo Russell's readers suggest utilization of the 
Bureau of the Mint's collector mailing list and its computerized services, disposing of 
the coins through Mint facilities rather than through auction sales. The sales potential 
of this method is illustrated by the proof and uncirculated coin sales records in recent 
years. Other results of the Coin World polls include the following reader preferences: 

1. They do not want the dollars to be melted for silver content. 

2. They want the coins offered for sale to the public at reasonable prices based on 
present market factors, using the most efficient and least costly marketing 
techniques. 

3. They do not want the coins sold in bulk to a coin firm or firms. 

Those polled want the GSA to take into consideration the current numismatic market, 
that several million CC dollars have already been sold, that the numismatic consumer 
has better awareness of accurate coin grading, and that a sale must maintain market 
equilibrium. Coin World further suggests that a price lower than a previous minimum 
bid be implemented by the GSA "if it is not required to conform to disciplines, 
stringent grading standards, and coin return privileges demanded of the professional 
numismatist by the numismatic consumer." 

Only time will tell the final disposition of the Carson City silver dollar, but it is an 
encouraging sign that the government Is actively seeking the wants and needs of the 
numismatic public in formulating its decision. 

Commission of Fine Arts Approves Design for New National Medal 



General George Washington's historic winter at Valley Forge, adoption of the Articles of 
Confederation, the York County Court House of 1777, and the first Stars and Stripes flag will all be 
highlighted on the first National Medal of the U.S. Capitol Historical Society. 

Approval for the design, which was developed by Mr. Frank Gasparro, Chief Engraver of the 
U.S. Mint in Philadelphia, was given by the Commission of Fine Arts during its monthly meeting 
held in April in Washington, D.C. Mr. J. Carter Brown is the Chairman of the Commission. 

It is the Society's hope that this National Medal will be followed by a series of twelve national 
medals commemorating events which lead to the adoption of the Constitution of the United 
States and General Washington being inaugurated as the Nation's first President. The period to 
be recognized is from July 4, 1776 to April 30, 1789. 

This first national medal, which was to go on sale In May, was authorized by Public Law 95-229 
and sponsored by Delegate Walter Fauntroy (D-DC), Chairman of the Subcommittee on Historic 
Preservation and Coinage, House Committee on Banking, Finance and Urban Affairs. 

Pursuant to the Act of Congress, only 104,000 national medals may be struck at the Philadelphia 
Mint. Anyone interested in Insuring an opportunity to purchase the medal should send a 
postcard with their name and address to the U.S. Capitol Historical Society, Capitol Building, 
Washington, DC 20515. 
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publisher. Numismatic News; Margo Russell, editor of Coin World; and Jay Solomon, 
GSA administrator. Assisting Solomon were GSA officials Allie B. Latimer, general 
counsel, and Robert P. Graham, federal supply commissioner. 

Though a few ^"kinks'' in the plan still need to be worked out, it would appear that it 
is financially unfeasible to melt down the dollars and redeem their silver content. 
According to Solomon, the net metallic value of the more than 900,000 coins would be 
approximately $3 million as opposed to an estimated yield of $24-26 million through 
sales promotions. He has also reported a tremendous demand for the dollars, as 
witnessed by the almost 3,500 letters his agency has on file inquiring about the coin 
sale. 

Solomon outlined some guidelines his agency feels would expedite a marketing 
plan which could possibly be implemented within the next year: 

1. The coins will be offered for sale in the United States, Its territories and 
possessions, and to members of the armed forces and embassies and consulates 
overseas. 

2. All coins will be sold at the previous minimum bid prices unless market 
conditions dictate otherwise. 

3. There will be no limitations as to quantity on the 1883 and 1884 coins. There will 
be a limit of five coins per person in the 1880, 1881 and 1885 categories, and up to 
100 coins in the mixed lots. 

4. Orders will be processed on a first come first served basis during a specified 
period until all inventories have been depleted. 

5. Payments in full must accompany all orders. 

Solomon stipulated that the guidelines were flexible enough to allow for changing 
market trends. 

The GSA's goal in disbursing the CC dollars is to “insure the public a widespread 
opportunity to obtain the coins; to obtain the maximum return on disposal for the 
Treasury; (and) to conduct the disposal operation in Government rather than private 
hands. (This latter comment refers to private organizations wishing to buy the coins 
for profit or non-profit purposes. In 1967, the ANA filed a proposal with the 
government to oversee the sale of the coins but, according to Grover Criswell, this 
idea “no longer has merit"' for the association.) 

The main complaint against previous GSA sales seems to be the all-encompassing 
description of “Uncirculated" grade for all of the Carson City silver dollars. Though all 
of the coins are. Indeed, uncirculated, the new ANA Grading Standards for United 
States Coins defines three types of “Uncirculated" categories: MS-70 Perfect; MS-65 
Choice; and MS-60 Typical. It seems many of the coins appear to be in the MS-60 
category, the least desirable of the three Uncirculated divisions. 

Another “sore spot" among some of those testifying, Criswell in particular, was the 
GSA's advertising approach whereby the dollars were proclaimed to have “future 
Investment value." As the last batch of coins may very likely be sold for the same 
minimum bid values as previous sales, Criswell feels that “for the government to 'cut 
rate" the Carson City silver dollars makes a mockery of their own advertising and sales 
program." Clifford Mishler, on the other hand, stated that “some of those who 
purchased coins ... under previous offerings might feel cheated, but ... the 
government is (not) under any obligation to try and support an artificial price level." 
Mishler felt that the 1883 and 1884 dated Issues would be overpriced ($30) If sold 
anytime in the perceivable future, as buy prices of these coins range from $21-25 on a 
speculative market. 

A suggestion offered by Criswell was to expand sales outlets by selling coins over- 
the-counter at Mint facilities throughout the country. “It would appear that there Is 
no place more fitting to sell these coins than at the Bureau of the Mint, which was the 
original manufacturer of the coins," he stated. The primary beneficiary at Mint sales 
outlets would be the average tourist, not the avid collector, and would perhaps spark a 
numismatic interest in some. The Carson City silver dollars would provide an

SAMOA — New Commemorative Coins Mark 1928 Trans-Pacific Flight 

In honor of the 50th anniversary of the first trans- 
pacific flight from the U.S. to Australia in 1928, Samoa 
plans to issue commemorative coins toward the end 
of June. 

The epic flight of Sir Charles Kingsford Smith was in 
a tri-motor Fokker monoplane accompanied by 
fellow Australian co-pilot Charles Ulm, and 
Americans Harry Lyon (navigator) and Jim Warner 
(radio operator). Named '"Southern Cross,'' with an 
American registration number of 1958, the aircraft had 
been previously used by the Arctic explorer Sir 
Hubert Wilkins. The group left Oakland, California on 
May 31st, 1928, and with stops at Hawaii and Suva they 
reached Brisbane, Australia on June 9th. Their route took them over the Tokalaus 
north of Samoa. f 

James Berry, O.B.E.,of Wellington, New Zealand, has designed the reverse showing 
Kingsford Smith wearing flying helmet and goggles, superimposed on a map of the 
1928 route. The aircraft is shown in the center of the design. The obverse of the coin 
depicts the Coat of Arms of Western Samoa and the value tablet. 

Limited strlkings will be an important marketing feature with these commemorative 
coins. One of the main reasons for the world popularity of Samoan coins, especially 
their proofs, is that the quantities are announced in advance. Before a collector orders 
his coins he knows positively the striking is restricted. 

To commemorate the Pacific flight, the Royal Australian Mint will strike only 1500 
gold proofs, 28.5 mm diameter, containing 15.5 grams of 22 kt. (.917 fine) gold. The 
proofs, with a face value of WS $100 will be encapsulated for the first time and housed 
in a leatherette case suitably inscribed. The selling price is US $210. There will be 5000 
sterling silver frosted proofs (.625 fine), diameter crown-size 38 mm face value WS $1. 
The silver proofs will also be encapsulated for the first time and in a leatherette case 
with inscription. The price is US $28.50. The uncirculated $1 cupronickel will continue 
to be limited to a 20,000 striking. The 38 mm coin will be offered In the usual clear 
plastic slide-lid case with an inscription on the coin insert. Price is US $4. 

Collectors should note that there is a limit of one gold proof per order and two silver 
proofs. Uncirculated will be sold without restriction while they last. There is a US$1 
handling charge for each coin ordered, and it Is essential this handling fee is added to 
remittances. As with previous Samoan coins, to avoid transit delays the distribution is 
located in Australia. Remittances should be sent to: Agency of Western Samoa 
Treasury, G.P.O. Box 954, Adelaide, South Australia. 5001. 

Coins will be dispatched progressively after the release date of June 30th. Prices 
include air post for the proofs and sea mail for the cupronickel. 

UNITED STATES — Fate of Carson City Dollars Under Discussion 

The unanimous consensus among those testifying at the April 3rd hearings about 
the future status of the Carson City silver dollars was that the coins should be sold to 
the general public. The hearing, which was conducted by Congressman Walter E. 
Fauntroy, chairman of the House Banking Subcommitte'e on Historic Preservation and 
Coinage, concerned a bill which will allow the General Services Administration to 
draft a plan to expedite disposal of the CC dollars. Testifying were Grover Criswell, 
ANA president, accompanied by legislative counsel David Ganz; Clifford Mishler, 
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CANADA — First Woman Appointed to Mint Directorship 

The Honorable Jean-Jacques Blais, Solicitor General of Canada, announced in late 
March on behalf of Jean Pierre Coyer, Minister of Supply and Services, the ap- 
pointment of Loulsette Duchesneau -Me Lachlan of North Bay, Ontario, as a Director 
of the Royal Canadian Mint ior a three year term. This will make the first appointment 
of a woman to a directorship of the Mint. 

A graduate of the faculty of law of the University of Ottawa, Ms. Duchesneau- 
McLachlan was called to the bar of the Law Society of Upper Canada in 1973. She is 
Chairman of the Board of Arbitration with the Ontario Education Relations 
Commission and a member of the legal aid panel of the District of NIpIssing. 

The Canadian Mint was established in 1908 as a branch of the Royal Mint. In 1931 it 
became the Royal Canadian Mint attached to the Department of Finance and was 
converted into a Crown Corporation reporting to Parliament through the Minister of 
Supply and Services in 1969. The Royal Canadian Mint's present activities span many 
fields, including the design and production of coins, medals, medallions, tokens and 
die production. 


CAYMAN ISLANDS— New $25 and $50 Coins to be Struck 

The Cayman Islands Currency Board has an- 
nounced the issuance of six $25 sterling silver and 
six $50 gold coins to be struck in 1978 in honor of 
the 25th Anniversary of the Coronation of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth 11 of Great Britain. The 
coins will be struck in proof condition only and 
will be legal tender in the Cayman Islands. 

The $25 silver coins will measure 45 mm in 
diameter, weigh 800 gr. and will be composed of 
.925 fine sterling silver. The $50 gold coins will 
measure 27 mm In diameter, weigh 175 gr. and 
will be composed of .500 fine gold. Each gold coin 
will contain 0.182 troy ounces of pure gold. 

The reverse designs of the coins will depict six 
of the priceless relics used In the coronation 
ceremonies of English monarchs. These are iden- 
tified on the coins as: ST. EDWARD'S CROWN, 

THE CHAIR, THE SCEPTER, THE ORB, THE AM- 
PULLA and THE SPOON. The legend '^25th 
ANNIV. OF THE CORONATION - 1953-1978" and 
the denomination also appear on the reverse. The 
obverse of each coin features the famous Arnold 
Machin portrait of Queen Elizabeth II and the 
date. 

The coins will be struck at Valcambi, S.A. of Switzerland and are available only to 
subscribers who order the complete silver or gold collection. Individual coins will not 
be offered for sale. The exact mintage of each collection will be strictly limited to the 
number ordered by September 30, 1978, provided that number does not exceed 5,000. 
The complete six-coin silver collection is priced at $24.50 per month for 12 months.

The Hudson Bay Company 



The Hudson Bay Company was undoubtedly the first chain store operation on the 
North American continent. A group of Englishmen, realizing the great untapped 
wealth in furs in the Great Lakes area, banded together to form this company under a 
charter granted to them by King Charles II In 1670. This charter bestowed upon them 
the sole right of trade on land and water in the vast Hudson Bay area encompassing 
Ontario, Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and part of Alberta and the Northwest 
Territories. 

The first trading post was on the shores of the Bay, and trappers were faced with a 
long strenuous journey to deliver their furs, traveling through dense forest and over 
many waterways, generally in adverse weather conditions. Many furs were lost or 
abandoned because of hazardous travel and this, coupled with the advent of 
competition with other companies being formed inland, prompted the Hudson Bay 
Company to expand into a network or chain of trading posts. 

At the trading post, the trappers collected many and various Items for their furs. 
Trade blankets, beads, cloth, tobacco, fish hooks, knives and guns were Items coveted 
by the Indians. The beaver skin was probably the most popular and abundant pelt at 
the beginning of such trade and It became and remained, even when almost extinct as 
a trade Item, the basis of value for all commodities until about 1820. This standard was 
known as ''Made Beaver'' and the items on the shelves in the trading post were priced 
with made-beaver values. If the trapper did not spend all of the exchange due him for 
his goods, tokens were issued that were equal to one, 1/2, 1/4, or 1/8 made-beaver. 
These and Hudson Bay notes are the numismatic link with the northwest fur trade, and 
you may delve Into this research through the following books and articles available on 
loan from the ANA library:

Foreign 
coins of all kinds poured Into Hawaii, yet 
there remained a shortage of small 
denominations. This led to the Issuance 
of scrip and tokens, followed by efforts 
of the government to Issue official 
coinage which was not accepted. More 
paper currency and commercial tokens 
followed, all producing more monetary 
chaos. In 1884 U.S. and Hawaiian silver 
coinage was adopted as legal tender and 
in 1900 these islands became territory of 
the United States. This book traces the 
chaotic numismatic history of Hawaii 
through its monarchy and republic and 
into U.S. statehood. Paper money, 
coinage, tokens, elongated cents, en- 
cased cents, royal orders and medals, 
and commemoratives are all covered, 
well illustrated and evaluated.

■ Another ''old-timer'' has come 
forward with his record of attendance at 
ANA conventions. Louis S. Werner, R- 
4178, LM 116, writes that he attended his 
first one in Chicago in 1933 and hasn't 
missed one since. Said Louis, "Henri 
Ripstra (then Chicago Coin Club 
president) appointed me to his com- 
mittee to go down to the railroad station 
and greet the New York delegation." 

Louis had been an ANA member less 
than a year, but he didn't waste time 
becoming active. In 1937 he was ap- 
pointed Sergeant-at-Arms, a position he 
held for 25 years and through which he 
was active in the planning and staging of 
ANA conventions. 

P.S. "Just a novelty and because he 
was late In leaving New York, Ex- 
President Moritz Wormser flew to 
Chicago. He says he is completely sold 
on airplane travel." — p. 653, The 
Numismatist, October, 1933. 

■ Why were art prints (engravings, 
etchings, etc.) not widely reproduced 
until the 15th century? Why was there 
little incentive for the development of 
printing from type prior to the 15th 
century? Why did so few people learn to 
read prior to the 15th and 16th cen- 
turies? 

Prints were not produced earlier 
because there was no cheap and readily 
available supply of paper. The same fact 
accounts for the delay in developing 
printing on a large scale. Obviously, 
there was little reason to learn to read 
when most people had practically 
nothing to read. 

The coming of paper in the mld-15th 
century made the invention and use of 


printing possible; nevertheless, it was 
the Invention of printing that made the 
use of paper general. So, it may be said, 
the availability of paper was the key to a 
great social change, although mass- 
produced wood-pulp paper did not 
become a common commodity until 
after the Civil War. 


■ Given the choice of a quantity of 
"gold filled" metal or an equal quantity 
of sterling silver, which would you 
choose, assuming fine gold valued at 
$220 per ounce and fine silver at $5? First, 
if you are wise, you'll have the gold filled 
metal analyzed to determine its fine 
gold content. By commercial standards, 
gold filled metals may contain as little as 
0.0208% pure gold by weight. Should the 
gold filled metal include this minimum 
amount of gold, the two offered quan- 
tities would have approximately the 
same bullion value. 

■ If you've read more that a few of these 
pages you probably know of my fascina- 
tion with words and their use and, often, 
misuse. One of the gift catalogs that the 
mail man brings now and then con- 
tained this gem: "Copper soldered and 
initialed by the artist. It measures a 
delightful 9 by 10 by 5 inches." Pray tell 
me how the measurements of a 
mechanical device can produce delight! 

Then I found the following phrase In a 
recent issue of our own magazine: 

In the days when it only sold for a 
nickel." Certainly the writer didn't mean 
that "it" was the only thing that sold for a 
nickel, so why didn't he say "when it 
sold for only a nickel?"

That incident ten years ago is mentioned now because a genuine 1918/7 specimen 
which grades MS-65 recently came my way, and this MS-65 coin shows the detail of the 
date better than has any other 1918/7 specimen Tve seen. Examining the close up of 
the date on the genuine 1918/7 coin which is shown here, you'll note that the top of 
the ''8" protrudes halfway up into the horizontal bar of the coin's '7" and that the two 
ends of the horizontal bar show fully, extending like ''ears" from the top of the "8." 
Also, note that the descending stroke of the original "7" is not curved, but is perfectly 
straight as on a 1917 nickel, a fact easily noted if you're visually minded, linking the two 
remnants of the "7" as one continuous stroke as seen within the openings of the "8." 
(That's an Important factor to keep in mind when examining any offered 1918/7.) 

As a genuine 1918/7 receives wear, the top bar of the "7" still will show both "ears" 
protruding from the "8" ... both "ears" and not just one. Dave Bowers published an 
excellent article last year on this same point, warning collectors to beware of any 
1918/7 which has only one "ear" to the "8." 

In fact, buy any 1918/7 buffalo nickel only upon it being authenticated by ANACS. 
Having Its own registered serial number, your coin will have established its own 
pedigree and will bring a higher price when you decide to sell it. 
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You see illustrated here a buffalo nickel which some ten years ago led the U.S. 
Secret Service on a merry chase over three states. 

Advertised as a five cents 1918/7 coin, it attracted the curiosity of the Secret Service, 
seeking to look at the coin to see if its '* 7 ** was a late arrival on what otherwise was a 
perfectly good 1918 nickel. So, on a Friday afternoon, a Secret Service Agent phoned 
the advertiser (whom well call '^'Mr. X'") and announced that he'd come In Monday to 
look at the coin. 

Not being particularly anxious to chat with the agent, the advertiser rushed the coin 
via special delivery to the lad (well call this lad ''Mr. Y") from whom Mr. X had bought 
the coin. And Mr. Y then had a quick second thought and rushed the piece to the 
fellow who'd sold the coin to Mr. Y ... and there the Secret Service caught up with the 
coin. 

The confiscated coin was a 1918 specimen to which some larcenous joker had 
soldered tiny strips of coin nickel alloy to create the remnant of a "7" to make a fake 
1918/7 ... incidentally thereby increasing the price of the doctored coin by some 
$5,950 which ten years ago was the quoted price on an MS-65 1918/7.

ico. Though the years Texas spent under 
the Confederate flag may seem tame 
compared to her earlier flamboyant 
history, forum speaker Bob Medlar

In an effort to create a body of 
certified judges who can serve at 
regional, state, and local coin shows, 
ANA is once again offering two sessions 
of the Judges Familiarization and Cer- 
tification Program — Thursday and 
Saturday afternoons. All are encouraged 
to enroll, whether they have taken the 
course before or not, whether they have 
prior experience at judging or not.

private collection of pre-1500 Christian 
dated coins (surpassed by only four 
museums) ever assembled, he will trace 
the history and special features of these 
ancient coins, including the best khown, 
the 1484 guldengroschen of Sigismund 
of Tyrol; the first gold coin ever to bear a 
date, the 1436 of Hochst; and the oldest 
extant, the 1374 groschen of Aachen. 
Though Aachen was for many years 
believed to be ''The Birthplace of Anno 
Domini Dated Coins,'' there is a 
fascinating story to tell surrounding the 
single coin discovered to predate the 
groschen of Aachen. 

"Money as a Political Weapon'' is the 
intriguing subject planned for discus- 
sion by New Yorker Richard Doty.

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Convention Offers Many Educational Opportunities 


Part of the fun of serious collecting is the wheeling and dealing which takes place In 
the sell and trade of numismatic material, and many ANA members attend the annual 
convention in anticipation of this Interchange. While the bourse floor and the frantic 
bargaining of securing a good deal may often seem the primary focus of the 
convention, it should be kept in mind that in accordance with the ANA federal charter 
the primary focus of each aspect of the convention is the promotion of numismatic 
knowledge and closer relations between numismatists.

The 
convention bourse floor and auction 
also provide a valuable record of the 
state of the hobby ... the current supply 
and demand of various pieces in each 
field ... the application of new grading 
standards ... prizes realized ... new dis- 
coveries and items of renewed populari- 
ty. 

Mutual education is the keynote, and 
in addition to the natural interchange, 
numerous formal events planned each

year include the educational forum, 
ANACS seminars, a judges certification 
program, and meetings and forums held 
for young numismatists and by various 
related numismatic groups. 

Radford Stearns, assistant general 
chairman and forum speaker for last 
year's convention in Atlanta, will 
moderate this year's educational forum 
Thursday night featuring speakers David 
R. Cervin, Richard Doty and Bob 
Medlar, and a diverse range of subjects. 

David Cervin, who is perhaps most 
widely known as the administrator of the 
Young Numismatist Roman Coin Pro- 
ject, will be sharing an over-50-year 
Interest in early dated coins with his talk 
on ''The First Anno Domini Dated 
Coins." Using as background the largest 
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number of books and rolls of microfilm 
on which ail this data is recorded. And, 
when that elusive bit of information is 
finally located, the Patent Office has a 
xerox machine conveniently located to 
facilitate copying it. There is one catch, 
however; these copiers do not accept 
money! Before using the machines you 
must walk to the next building and 


purchase tokens from the cashier to 
operate them. These brass tokens, which 
are 25mm, currently sell for fifteen cents 
each. They are used in large numbers by 
the many patent attorneys and clerks 
researching patents; usually these 
researchers purchase the tokens in 
quantities of at least forty or fifty at a 
time. — D.f.S. 


Texas Klan Token 

One of the most recently published exonumia catalogues is a 21 page booklet on Klu 
Klux Klan Tokens by Research Associates of Grand Bay, Alabama. Over 60 tokens are 
pictured, and more are described. It is a much needed updating of Arlie Slabaugh's 
original trial listing in the TAMS Journal. 


I happen to know that the author. 
Dale Birdsell, did an enormous amount 
of research before making his listing. He 
traveled all over the country contacting 
collectors and old Klan members, leav- 
ing virtually no stone unturned in his 
search for Klan memorabilia. It was not 



until the author felt that he had a 
complete listing that he decided to 
publish. You're ahead of me already, 
aren't you?. ..One week before I re- 
ceived this new catalogue, I purchased 
the following KKK token from the stock 
of a New jersey dealer. It is unlisted in 
the new catalogue and was unknown to 
its author. 

This 35mm bronze token is a 
Whitehead and Hoag product and was 
apparently given in 1925 to donors of $1 
or more to Klanhaven, a ''Protestant 
Home for Dependent Children," 
located somewhere in Texas. 

The discovery of this token illustrates 
the most vexing problem facing a 
catalogue writer: when is the listing 
complete enough to publish? There is 
always something out there that he 
doesn't know about. Unfortunately, 
there are many publishable manuscripts 
that will never see the light of day simply 
because the author doesn't know when 
to stop. My own suggestion is that an 
exonumia author should consider 
publication when he has done the 
following: reviewed the material 

already published on his topic, in- 
vestigated the listings in major auction 
sales, and surveyed all of the major 
collections. Once this is accomplished, 
the vast majority of listable pieces will 
have been recognized and recorded. 
When the result is published, it will then 
remain for other collectors to fill in the 
inevitable gaps. — HJ.L.

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Hilltown Turnpike Road Company 




During the nineteenth century, the extensive web of turnpikes in Pennsylvania 
greatly facilitated travel through that state. These early turnpikes were crude roads, 
either paved with wooden planks or made of stone covered with gravel, and rolled 
into place with an iron roller. The roads provided a rough ride at best, but it was far 
better than facing the problems of bogging down in the mud on unpaved ones. With 
the coming of the railroads, turnpikes lost favor as a means of travel; trains offered a 
much more comfortable mode of transportation. 

Many of Pennsylvania’s turnpikes 
used toll tokens, the earliest transporta- 
tion tokens used in this country. 

Numerous varieties are catalogued in 
Atwood's Catalog of United States and 
Canadian Transportation Tokens. 

The Hilltown Turnpike Road Com- 
pany token is not listed in Atwood, and 
its existence was learned only recently 
when a specimen was discovered in a 
coin dealer’s stock. Byron Hoke, a 
collector in the Hilltown area, visited the 
local historical society and learned that 
the company was organized and 
chartered by an act of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature in 1849. Available records do 
not indicate exactly how long this com- 
pany operated the road; it possibly 
merged with the Hilltown and 
Sellersville Turnpike at some later date. 

All toll roads were disbanded in Buck’s 
County in 1917. 

The token is brass and 35mm. It 
appears to be of later vintage than the 
other Pennsylvania turnpike tokens. It 
certainly has a more interesting inscrip- 
tion, the earlier tokens being quite 
crude and usually having only the com- 
pany’s initials and the toll gate number. 

The die work Indicates that this token 
could have been struck by the Quint’s 
firm in Philadelphia. — D.f.S. 


Patent Office Token 


As readers of this column know, I 
obtain quite a bit of information on 
tokens from the records of the United 
States Patent Office, which is located In 
the Crystal City complex of Arlington, 
Virginia. For various reasons many 
tokens, or styles and designs of tokens, 
were registered with the Patent Office, 
and this information is available to 
anyone with the fortitude (and time) to 
dig through the seemingly endless

Unlisted Virginia Merchant Token 

Very little is known about the early life of Joseph Klepper. He was born around 1839 
and served In the Union army during the Civil War. During the latter part of the 
nineteenth century he was one of Norfolk's better known citizens and businessmen. 

The earliest newspaper advertisement I found for Klepper's business was in The 
Norfolk Virginian for September 9, 1870. He is first listed in the Norfolk City Directory 
for 1872, with an advertisement for his Rhine Wine House. His early ads, one of which 
is illustrated here, list his address as 139 Church Street. Evidently he soon expanded his 
business, and the 1877 Directory carried the following advertisement: 





Joseph Klepper's 
Rhine Wine Rooms 
and extensive summer garden 
139, 141, 143 & 145 Church Street 
Opposite Opera House, Norfolk, Va. 

All the different kinds of Rhine and other wines, 

pure old domestic and imported liquors, 

prime lager beer, lunch rooms, Lynnhaven oysters, 

tobacco and cigars. Private rooms in Garden 

for ladles and families. Private entrance 99 Cove Street 

In 1882 Klepper's advertisements also boasted a billiard hall and orchestrion. In the 
1889 Directory is a listing for Klepper's Hotel. During this period Klepper had entered 
the real estate and rental business also. The 18% Directory lists him in business with 
John A. Lesner, as '"Klepper & Lesner, Auctioneers, Real Estate and Rental Business, 
No. 11 Washington Ave., Huntersville, Norfolk, Va." 

Joseph Klepper, a member of the Warden Post G.A.R. and the Huntersville Lodge 
I.O.O.F., died on December 20th, 1896. He was survived by his wife and five children. 

The two tokens issued by Klepper were struck by the well-known Baltimore die- 
sinker John F.W. Dorman. Dorman's Stencil & Stamp Works, located at 19 Germain 
Street, struck many merchants' tokens utilizing this reverse die, which features a 
liberty head and the date 1875. The 10 denomination Is struck In brass while the 5 
variety, by far the rarest of the two, is lead. Both are 20mm. These tokens are not listed 
in either Wright or Miller's listings of merchant tokens. — D.f.S.

The overall appearance of these bust dollars is similar to that of many coins struck 
from extremely worn dies. However, the damage or bagmarks would never be 
identical on two genuine coins. We have had occasion to examine whizzed coins that 
have had a very similar superficial appearance,an appearance very much like what 
most collectors associate with cast coins. Taken as a group, we doubt that they would 
fool very many people, but individually they would easily create problems for those 
who do not specialize in bust dollars. 
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New Counterfeit — 1799 Bust Dollars 

Collectors beware! What appears to be a new counterfeit has hit the numismatic 
marketplace. ANACS has recently examined several 1799 bust dollar counterfeits, one 
of which could easily have been sold as an uncirculated coin. 

The chart below gives the range of weight, specific gravity, diameter and thickness 
of the heaviest and lightest, the thickest and thinnest, as well as the densest and least 
dense of those specimens examined to date. We also give the nominal data for the 
genuine coins issued by the U.S. Mints. The data for the genuine coins was taken from 
the chart compiled by Tom DeLorey of Coin World's Collectors" Clearinghouse,April 
19, 1978, page 50.

All of the preceding awards will be presented at award ceremonies on Saturday, 
August 26, 1978, during the 87th ANA Anniversary Convention in Houston, Texas. 
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U. S. proof coins seemed to be in large 
supply: a set of 11 Trade Dollars (1873- 
1883) were offered for $38.50; a set of 20<t 
pieces (1875-1878) for $15; a run of proof 
sets, 1883 to 1914, except for 1910 and 
1912, for $115; an 1856 flying eagle cent 
for $12.50 and the scarcer 1857 and 1858 
for $4.50 each; an 1865 3(t nickel for $1 
and an 1877 for $3.75; the 5c 1867 with 
rays for $6.50 and the 1877 for $3.85. The 
real bargain in the proofs was the 1796 
quarter dollar for $45, when an uncir- 
culated one sells for $17,000 today. Then 
the gold proofs also were give-aways: an 


1870 $1 for $15 and an 1873 for $10; a 
quarter-eagle of 1835 for $10 and an 1878 
for $8; a $3 gold piece of 1869 for $22.50 
and one of 1874 for $9. 

Among the uncirculated coins the 
best buys were: 1c 1909-S vdb for 50c 
and 1922-D for 15c; Standing Liberty 
1916 quarter dollar for $1.50; double 
eagle 1907 RN with wire edge for $26.50 
and flat edge for $23.25; 1893 Isabella 
quarter for $1 .50 and the two varieties of 
1921 Missouri half dollars, both for $7.25. 

And so — on to Houston in August, 
where we can check the 1978 prices. 


ANA Membership Medal Still Available 



Did you know that you can obtain a personalized ANA membership medal? 
Offered in silver and bronze, the medal has been a popular numismatic item since its 
conception and immediate acceptance by the membership in 1954. 

A stylized Alexander the Great is featured on its obverse, surrounded by the 
member's name, ANA membership number, and year of entrance into the association 
engraved upon the medal's surface. The classical Alexander the Great portrait was 
designed by famed immigrant sculptor J. Otto Schweizer in 1916. Schweizer was well 
known for his notable historical monuments, particularly in Pennsylvania, as well as 
heroic statues, busts, reliefs, plaques and medals. 

The official ANA seal, which was conceived in 1892 by Joseph Hooper, first vice- 
president of the association, was revised and engraved by Julius Windner in 1947 as the 
reverse of the medal. Windner, who also arranged all artistic proportions on the 
membership medal, was an Austrian immigrant who began his career in America as a 
penniless jeweler and rose to fame for his many artisitic designs. He was also 
responsible for the ANA's 50th Anniversary convention badge and lady's pin in 1941. 

Prices, which cover postage and handling are $7.50 for the 32mm bronze medal and 
$15 for the .999 fine silver. Please include your name clearly printed or typed, 
membership number, and the year you joined the ANA. Mail checks and money 
orders to ANA Headquarters, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. Because of 
the time required for engraving, please allow 8-10 weeks for delivery. 
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Great War. Victor Emanuel Ml is pictured 
on the face, while the reverse shows a 
portion of a fasces and projecting axe, 
the handle of which is topped by a lion's 
head. Upon the blade of the axe is an 
inscription In Italian which translates to: 
^^BETTER TO LIVE ONE DAY AS A LION 
THAN A HUNDRED YEARS AS A 
LAMB." Although 3.5 million were 
struck, uncirculated pieces are very 
scarce today and the coin retails for 
about $200 in new condition. 

It is fitting that the last Issue of the year 
opens with an article on New York store 
cards by Wayte Raymond. Again, it is not 
the article that is important, but the 
author. In my opinion, except for 
Richard S. Yeoman, no individual con- 
tributed more to the growth of 
numismatics in the United States than 
Wayte Raymond. Born in November 
1886, he joined the youthful American 
Numismatic Association before his 16th 
birthday and was assigned membership 
number 396. Ten years later. In 1912, he 
founded the United States Coin Co. and 
was advertising in this publication. His 
Standard Catalogue of United States 
Coins with 18 editions published from 
1935 to 1957, was the "Bible" for collec- 
tors of U. S. coins, just as the Red Book is 
today. In 1938 he gave numismatists 
Coins of the World - 20th century, 
followed a few years later by Coins of the 
World - 19th century. Both of these 
works had been preceded by research 
on foreign coins that appeared from 
time to time in his "Coin Collectors 
journal, " which he published monthly 
between 1934 and 1954. Other volumes 
also appeared, including one of my 
favorites. Silver Dollars of North and 
South America. Wayte Raymond also 
employed the youthful Walter Brefen in 
the early 1950's to do research in the 
archives and today the not-so-youthful 
Walter Breen ranks, in my opinion, as 
the most outstanding scholar in the field 
of American numismatics. 

As this is being written, the Treasury 
Department is trying to decide what to 
do with the remaining Carson City silver 
dollars they hold. Fifty years ago Robert 
H. Lloyd wrote a paper for the Rochester 



convention, which was printed In the 
December issue. Its title was "The 
Problem of the Silver Dollar." Lloyd 
gives the history of the silver dollar from 
1794 to date, pointing out the fact that 
only some 8 million had been coined up 
to 1873 (a period of 80 years), while over 
300 million were struck between 1878 
and 1893. Then later some 200 million 
were sold to China during World War I 
and 50 million more remelted to strike 
subsidiary coins. The silver Interests and 
the Pittman Act "corrected" this 
problem; in 1921 over 97 million were 
coined, followed by another 141 million 
in 1922 and 1923. Then the Treasury 
Department attempted to force these 
into circulation by asking merchants and 
banks to pay them out in lieu of paper 
currency. (Shades of the $2 bill!) Of 
course the public resisted. Lloyd's solu- 
tion was to suggest that the coin be 
reduced in weight, since he believed 
that Its weight alone made it unaccep- 
table. Fifty years later we are again 
talking of a smaller cartwheel. 

And now to the part where we wish 
we could turn the clock back fifty years - 
the bargains that could have been ac- 
quired. First, for you rag pickers, in the 
Series of 1896 silver certificates, choice 
crisp $1 bills could be bought for $2.25 
and $2's for $4.50. In the Series of 1918 
Federal Reserve Bank notes, crisp uncir- 
culated $1 notes from Cleveland, Rich- 
mond, Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, or 
San Francisco were sold for $3 each; $2 
notes from Cleveland, Chicago, or 
Minneapolis for $4 each; $5 notes from 
Cleveland or Chicago for $7.50 each. 
And our friend, D. C. Wismer, was 
offering 100 different notes issued in the 
United States before and during the 
Civil War for $12 for the lot. 
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their peculiar script to the coinage that 
they struck from 1644 to 1912. The 
second was an article by Charles N. 
Schmall entitled ''Notes on the First 
Thaler of Hungary.'' The author dis- 
cusses and pictures two crown size silver 
pieces dated 1499 which picture St. 
Ladislaus on horseback on the obverse 
and the quartered arms of Hungary, 
Dalmatia, and Bohemia with the Polish 
shield In the middle on the reverse. He 
then compares this first issue with six 
later issues struck in 1500 and 1506, 
which also are pictured. 

Two more German commemorative 
coins were described and illustrated In 
the November issue. The first was a 3- 
mark piece honoring the 900th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the city of 
Naumburg in Prussian Saxony. The sec- 
ond was another 3-mark piece, this to 
commemorate the 1,000th anniversary 
of the founding of DInkelsbuhl in 
Bavaria. Since Naumburg has a popula- 
tion of less than 50,000 and DInkelsbuhl 
a population of less than 10,000, it can 
only be concluded that these coins (and 
probably others, too) were struck as 
money making schemes of the German 
government. Also reported was an 
Italian commemorative 20-lire silver 
piece, struck in remembrance of the 
10th anniversary of the conclusion of the 


1875 double eagle, with only 20 coined 
and unpriced In the current Red Book. 

In the November issue, two excellent 
articles appeared. The first was "Notes 
on the Bronze Coinage of the Manchu 
Dynasty" by John G. Watson which had 
been read at the convention in August. 
It gains much in written form because it 
is accompanied by photographs of 89 
coins that illustrate much of the text. The 
Manchu conquered China in the 17th 
century, opened new mints, and added 
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Axel Julius deLagerberg 


Society Les Amis de la Medaille d'Art of 
Brussels, the French Society of Medallic 
Art, the Swedish Numismatic Society, 
the Numismatische Gesellschaft of Vien- 
na, the American Numismatic Society, 
and many other local and regional 
cultural organizations, as well as being 
one of the incorporators when the ANA 
obtained its first federal charter in 1912. 
He was a regular contributor of articles 
to The Numismatist from 1909 until three 
years before his death in 1936 at the age 
of 87. 


As usual, the October issue was 
devoted primarily to reporting on the 
annual convention. In 1928 It was held in 
Rochester, New York, from August 18 
through 23, with a registration of 71 
members. The report of the 
membership committee indicated 1105 
members, a net gain for the year of 103. 
220 collectors had joined, while 117 had 
either resigned or died. Eighteen 
members exhibited at the convention, 
with one especially worthy of mention. 
William F. Dunham of Chicago put on 
exhibit eleven coins from his fabulous 
collection. The condition of each coin 
was not given, except to state that each 
one was ''exceedingly rare and in splen- 
did preservation."' First there was the 
1851 "original" half cent, which is un- 
priced in the current Red Book; then the 
1792 half disme, unpriced above the 
grade of very fine; the 1802 half dime, 
unpriced in uncirculated condition; the 
1804 ten-cent piece, with only 8,265 
minted; the famous "Dunham" 1804 
silver dollar; the 1875 gold dollar, with a 
total mintage of 420, of which 20 were 
proof-struck; the 1797 quarter eagle, 
with only 427 minted; the 1875 $3 gold 
piece, with only 20 struck, all in proof, 
and with one recently changing hands 
for $110,000; the extremely rare 1822 half 
eagle, with only three known; the 1871 
small eagle $10 gold piece, with a total 
mintage of 3,615 pieces; and the proof 
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honor the 400th anniversary of his death. 
If I had been a collector in 1928, 1 believe 
that seeing the illustration of this 
beautiful piece would have stimulated 
me to collect current commemorative 
coins of Germany, especially because 
this coin and other 3-and 5-mark pieces 
of this period were being offered to 
American collectors by Guttag Bros, for 
$2 and $3 respectively. (Today the Durer 
coin catalogs for $330 in uncirculated 
condition!) 


In all the Issues of The Numismatist 
that I have looked through since under- 
taking this ''project'' in 1969, the August 
issue seemed to have less to offer the 
collector than any reviewed to date. Of 
course, it was worthwhile, but only 
because it included the Ekiund story of 
the copper coins of Spain and continued 
D. C. Wismer's list of obsolete paper 
money. 

Our old friend, Waldo C. Moore 
(1847-1953), president of the ANA in 
1919 and 1920, made another contribu- 
tion to numismatics with an article en- 
titled "Territorial Kansas'' in the 
September issue. Moore pointed up one 
piece of information that I had long 
forgotten. Territory that was neither 
deep South nor far North could have 
towns or cities that elected to allow 
slavery or not allow slavery. In other 
words, local option prevailed. Of 
course, we know that when Kansas was 
given Statehood in 1861, it was as a "Free 
State.'' 

This Issue also reminded us of the 
presidential campaign of Herbert 
Hoover and Alfred E. Smith with an 
article about the 2 3/4 inches diameter 
and 3/4 inches diameter medals struck 
by Medallic Art Company, with all four 
illustrated. These bronze medals were 
exorbitantly priced at $2 for the large 
size and 6 for $1 for the smaller (with 
either a button or pin backing). 

For collectors of medals of heroes or 
rogues (take your choice), there 
appeared a short piece from our inter- 
national correspondent. Axel Julius de 
Lagerberg, on the release in Italy of a 
plaquette (2 3/8" by 3 1/8") and a small 
medal (1 3/4") picturing Mussolini. 
More important than the plaquette or 
medal is the opportunity this opens up 
for this writer to comment on a great 
numismatist. Dr. Lagerberg was born in 
Stockholm, Sweden, in 1849. His first trip 
to the United States was to visit the 
Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia in 
1876 and he decided to make America 
his home. In 1884 he became an 
American citizen, although he remained 
truly an international. As a collector and 
student of medallic art from all over the 
world, he held membership in the 
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of British occupation. We know it today 
as a very scarce crown, having only 
80,000 business strikes and a proof issue 
of a mere 525 pieces. 

The June issue was sadly lacking in 
articles of numismatic interest, but F. G. 
Duffield, ANA editor, was well- 
prepared for such a contingency. The 
ana's president, Charles Markus, and 
his wife had taken a four month trip by 
train and auto from their home in 
Davenport, Iowa, heading to the west 
coast and returning via a southerly route 
through northern Mexico and Texas. 
The trip started in November, 1927, and 
was planned so that the couple were in 
Pasedena on New Year's day to witness 
the Tournament of Roses parade. Mr. 
Duffield had requested and received a 
beautifully written detailed story of the 
travels of Mr. and Mrs. Markus. Part of 
the article was almost prophetic, and I 
quote: ''Our next objective point was 
Colorado Springs and the 'Garden of 
the Gods.' It is really and truly named 
and I doubt if in theentire world there is 
a spot of similar size that begins to rival 
it." 

Actually, two other stories in this issue 
bear on items in the news today. The first 
concerned the lack of acceptance of the 
two dollar bill, and the second, under 
"Editorial Comment," noted a proposal 
for a silver dollar of smaller size. 

Last year I reported on a new series of 
copper coins that had been researched 
by Olie P. Ekiund, which started in the 
May, 1927, issue. That one concerned 
"Copper Coins of Mexico, Central 
America and South America." Ekiund 
had been a regular contributor to the 
magazine since 1921 and 1928 was no 
exception. The July issue started a new 
series on "The Copper Coins of Spain," 
listing, describing and picturing the 
coins from the reign of Ferdinand and 
Isabella to the present. The series con- 
tinued In the August issue and was 
concluded in the September Issue. 

The striking of a three-mark silver coin 
by the Bavarian Mint In Munich, Ger- 
many, was reported and illustrated. This 
beautiful coin pictured the outstanding 
German painter and engraver, Albrecht 
Durer (1471-1528) and was struck to

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City, operated in 1927 on a budget of 
$18,000, and ended the year with a 
deficit of only $514.21 . The Report of the 
Committee on United States Coins for 
the calendar year 1927 caught my eye, 
especially the figure of 396,000 as the 
number of quarter dollars struck at the 
San Francisco Mint and also the total 
figure for the number of all coins struck 
in 1927. That figure was only 296,010,084 
pieces. Compare that with today when 
over a billion cents and over half a 
billion nickels, dimes and quarters are 
struck annually. 

The highlight of the April issue was a 
scholarly article entitled '"Barbaric Im- 
itations of Ancient Coins in Central and 
Northern Europe'' by the eminent Ger- 
man numismatist. Dr. Julius Cahn of 
Frankfurt-am-Main. Thirty-two 
obverses and reverses are pictured to 
give the readers a visual "feel" of the 
changes from the ancient Greek types to 
their barbaric counterparts. 

This Issue also reported a bill in- 
troduced in the House of Represen- 
tatives for the striking of a fifty-cent 
commemorative coin In memory of the 
late Joseph G. Cannon, former Speaker 
of the House of Representatives. "Uncle 
Joe," as he was affectionately called, 
served as Speaker from 1903 to 1911. 
Needless to say, the bill never became 
law. Also reported was the approval of a 
joint resolution of Congress for the 
striking of a gold medal In commemora- 
tion of the achievements of Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, with the medal to be 
presented to him. A separate bill was 
also approved for the striking of bronze 
copies for the public, which medal, of 
course, is still available from the Bureau 
of the Mint. 

What was In time to prove to be the 
most popular of the half dollar com- 



memorative series was first reported in 
the May issue. This was the approval on 
March 7, 1928, of the Act authorizing the 
striking of ten thousand coins to com- 
memorate the sesquicentennial of the 
discovery of Hawaii by Captain James 
Cook of the British Royal Navy. 
Reported also was the fact that part of 
the issue would be distributed in Hawaii 
and part in the United States, and that no 
person could purchase more than a 
single coin (later changed to five coins). 
The line drawing of Miss Juliette May 
Frazer, from which the sculptor- 
medalist Chester Beach executed the 
dies, was pictured. The editor of The 
Numismatist stressed the importance of 
this Issue as a possible breakthrough, 
since no commemorative issue had 
been authorized since the Vermont Ses- 
quicentennial half dollar was approved 
on February 24, 1925, some three years 
before. Little did he know that another 
would not be approved until May 9, 
1934. 

The May issue also reported a new 
commemorative coin struck for Cyprus, 
which at that time was a British crown 
colony. The coin was a crown-size silver 
piece with a value of 45 piastres, struck 
to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary 
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thin silver (like a heavy foil) which causes 
the raised design of the obverse to form 
the inverted and incused design of the 
reverse. They were primarily used in 
Germany during the latter half of the 
12th century and the first half of the13th 
century, although some were also used 
in Norway and Denmark. 

This issue also informed its readers of 
the issuance of the first coins of Palestine 
(under British rule) In 1927 and the new 
series of silver British coins of George V 
dated 1927. The announcement turned 
out to be more significant than realized 
at the time, since the threepence, six- 
pence, shilling, and half crown used a 
different design than the coins issued for 
circulation in that same year, and the 
crown was being reintroduced after an 
absence of 25 years. The coins, including 
a florin that did have a large quantity 
struck for circulation, were issued solely 
in proof condition, with only 15,000 sets 
being produced. In 1928 the set of six 
coins, in a beautiful red leather case, 
sold for $1.50. Today it is a bargain at 
$300. 

Earlier I had mentioned O. B. 
Carlsen's article on coins of the Danish 
West Indies. Now I note that at the Dec. 
7, 1927, meeting of the Chicago Coin 
Club, Mr. Carlsen displayed coins 
counterstamped for the Danish West 
Indies, and among them were a U. S. 
dollar, 1842, $1/2, 1848, $1/4, 1849; cent, 
1826; English halfpenny, 1806; and a 
penny. Isle of Man, 1813. 

Moving on to the March issue, a half 
page story on the discovery of a new 
edge variety on the 1793 cent started me 
thinking. It took 135 years for a 
numismatist to discover that a variety 
existed with two leaves instead of one 
after the lettering ONE HUNDRED FOR 
A DOLLAR. All of which can give hope 
to the collector of today that he, too, 
may find a previously unreported die 
variety of some U. S. or foreign coin. 

The report of the seventieth annual 
meeting of the American Numismatic 
Society took 16 1/2 pages of the March 
issue. This distinguished organization, 
with its outstanding museum on 
Broadway at 155th Street in New York 
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Before reading the editorial material, I 
always look at the advertisements, and 
the first thing that struck me when 
glancing through the January 1928 issue 
was the number of foreign dealers that 
advertised. Out of a total of 48 adver- 
tisers, 7 were foreign. Spink & Son, Ltd., 
with a full page ad, announced that they 
had just moved to 5-7 King St., St. 
James's, London, where they are still 
located. J. Schulman of Amsterdam was 
another of the 7, and, as most of us are 
aware, that firm is still actively engaged 
in numismatics. 

When I saw the first article in the 
January issue, I immediately thought, 
“Shades of Ray Byrne!" Ray, a former 
member of the ANA's Board of Gover- 
nors and for many years the Executive 
Director and guiding light of the 
Numismatic Literary Guild, is a student 
of coins of the West Indies. And here, 
the first article was “The Coinage of 
Danish West Indies, or the Virgin 
Islands" by O. B. Carlsen. Mr. Carlsen's 
well-written and profusely illustrated

article described the regular issues, 
beginning in 1740, then recited the 
known counterstamped coins of other 
nations, and concluded with the tokens 
and private issues. It is not unlikely that 
this fine article stimulated Ray's Interest 
in the coins and money substitutes of 
this part of the world. 

D. C. Wismer's “Descriptive List of 
Obsolete Paper Money," started in the 
June 1922 issue, and continued to be 
published each month during 1928. The 
January issue began with St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, and the December issue conclud- 
ed with Orange, New Jersey. 

An interesting (and today rare) coin of 
Italy was pictured and described in the 
section devoted to items of current 
interest. This was the new 20-lire silver 
coin of Italy, issued on October 28, 1927, 
to commemorate the fifth anniversary of 
the Fascist march on Rome. In the 
advertising section Guttag Bros., New 
York City, was offering the coin for sale 
for $1.50. It currently retails in new 
condition for $150. 

Fifty years ago, and continuing until 
1966, meetings of local coin clubs were 
reported. In addition, when Britain's 
Royal Numismatic Society or British 
Numismatic Society sent in their 
“minutes," these, too, were reported. 
Most of this makes very interesting 
reading, especially when It is reported 
that coins of extreme rarity today were 
brought to a meeting and discussed. 

The February Issue featured an ex- 
cellent article on bracteates by Dr. R. 
Gaettens of Halle, Germany, accom- 
modated with illustrations of 65 
different pieces. For those of you un- 
familiar with these fragile pieces, they

Fifty Years Ago

T his is now the tenth year that I have indulged in this form of 
nostalgia, writing about numismatics of a half century ago, and 
nostalgia has become more popular each year. We have had the 
good old days of radio and the good old days of television, so once 
again I will reminisce on the good old days of numismatics. 
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(2) The cancellation could only have 
taken place in early 1948. At that time all 
the coins of the Holy Land were in 
circulation. One Palestine pound (1000 
mils) had an exchange value of $5 (U.S.). 
So a 20 mils coin was only worth ten 
cents, not a particularly valuable sum! 

A few years ago, the author attended 
an auction which featured "'Holy Land 
Spy Money.'' According to the catalog, 
"German spies bought their foreign 
currency in Zurich. The British 
counterespionage agents marked the 
face of the Holy Land coins with a small 
cut (around 6 o'clock) and sold these 
coins in Zurich. Thus they came into the 
hands of spies. When a spy spent the 
money in Palestine, the British C.I.D. 
[Criminal Investigation Department] 
learned from the coins where the spy 
was located and could catch him." This 
lot was sold at a very high price, but 
apparently the story was fabricated. 

Whenever a series catches a collec- 
tor's fancy, stories will come out, but 


there Is one real potential danger in 
collecting the Holy Land series. In 1947, 
new 1, 2, 5, and 10 mils coins were 
minted in Britain, but due to political 
developments, they were never issued. 
Specimens were given to the British 
Museum and the rest were melted 
down. Over the past six months, adver- 
tisements have appeared from time to 
time, "...looking to buy Palestine Man- 
date 1947 coins...," an open invitation to 
counterfeiters! This author, a coin 
dealer since 1921, has learned to stay 
away from dealers who are offering or 
looking for the nonexistent. 

Palestine experienced much strife 
during the 28 years of British rule under 
the British Protectorate and the British 
Mandate, but It also experienced the 
material and mental growth which 
prepared its people for the fight to 
establish the State of Israel. To study and 
collect the coinage of this period is to 
recapture but in part the glory of the 
Jewish people in their struggles for a 
homeland. 


Menachem Begin Medal Honors Israel’s Prime Minister 

The tenacious efforts of Israel's Menachem 
Begin on behalf of peace for his people are given 
permanent medallic recognition by the Judaic 
Heritage Society as the State of Israel approaches 
its 30th anniversary of independence. A strong 
design by noted sculptor Mico Kaufman portrays a 
determined Begin together with minature por- 
traits of founding father. Prime Minister David Ben 
Gurlon, and Prime Minister Golda Meir, against a 
symbolic map of the Land of Israel. 

In announcing the medallic tribute to Israel's 
Prime Minister, Society president Robert Weber 
said, . .Let us honor Menachem Begin for what 
he Is rather then for what his critics would have 
him be. Let us recognize his 'stubbornness' as a 
resolve to protect his people and the country he loves. Let us recognize that his painstaking 
preoccupation with detail results from an understanding that a peace in which the details are not 
clearly spelled out Is merely a respite between battles." 

Recognizing that many Americans, jews and non-Jews might like to find some way of giving 
expression to their hopes for peace in the Middle East, The Judaic Heritage Society inscribed, on 
request, the name of owners of the Menachem Begin Medal on a Commemorative Scroll that 
was presented to the Prime Minister of Israel on May 12, the 30th anniversary of the State of Israel. 

The Menachem Begin medal, struck in high relief, is limited to 120 medals in solid 14 karat gold, 
5,000 medals In .999 fine silver, and 10,000 in solid bronze. The medals are 39 mm in diameter, 
slightly larger than the size of a U.S. silver dollar; each is numbered and hallmarked on the rim. A 
display stand Is provided at no extra cost with each hnedal. Prices for each are: $495 (solid gold); 
$35 (.999 fine silver); and $14 (solid bronze). Address of The Judaic Heritage Society is 866 United

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consists of 59 coins and it is practically 
impossible to accumulate a BU or even a 
UNC set today. (The author lived in the 
Holy Land from 1934-1950 and never met 
anyone who collected the Holy Land 
series.) There are eight 20 mils pieces in 
the set, and to obtain a set of these in 
sharp extra fine is a minor miracle. The 
grading of the Holy Land coins issimple: 
the clue is found on the reverse. In the 
same way an experienced collector of 
Peace Dollars looks at the '"tip of the 
wingfeathers'' of the eagle, one has to 
look at the olive sprig or wreath in the 
Holy Land series. The sprig has three 
leaves on each side and one on the top, 
excepting the 50 mils coin which has 
only two leaves with none on top. There 
is a vein through the whole length of the 
sprig and through the middle of every 
leaf; in addition, there is a bud where 
the leaf comes out of the twig. If one can 
see undamaged veins and buds with the 
naked eye, the coin is uncirculated. The 


holed coins have veins only on the buds; 
if the naked eye can see undamaged 
veins, the coin is uncirculated. Very 
often when shiny Holy Land coins are 
offered as BU, they are cleaned. 

Some of the 20 mils coins have an 
Interesting story to tell. As the story 
goes, shortly before leaving the Holy 
Land, the Barclays Bank had a huge 
amount of 20 mils coins and could not 
send this quantity to Britain for melting 
down. So, a ‘'cancelling Instrument^' was 
devised, consisting of a block of hard 
wood with three nails driven through. 
With a mighty blow, each of the coins 
was defaced. Some 10 to 12 years ago, 
there were great polemics going on 
about this subject. Arguments concern- 
ing the authenticity were: 

Pro — the large number of 20 mils 
coins in the store of the Barclays Bank. 

Con — why would anyone want to ruin 
a valuable coin by defacing It? 

Having lived in the Holy Land for sixteen 
years, the writer, while serving in the 
Jewish Defence Forces most of the time 
during 1947 and 1948, never heard about 
the happening nor does he know of 
anyone who did. Regarding the 
arguments: 

(1) How come there was such a huge 
amount of 20 mils coins In store? What 
about the other denominations which 
should have been cancelled? (One 10 
mils coin was found which had been 
defaced.) 
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100 mils coin, making it the object of 
swindles. Its greatest use was probably 
found with the Bedouin women who 
wore chains made of 20 mils pieces from 
their headresses, as well as silver plated 
necklaces of the coins. Bureaucracy be- 
ing what it is, new coins did continue to 
be minted, though mintage figures were 
consistently the lowest of any 
denomination. Looking at the years 
around the start of World War II, the 
insignificant change in the mintage of 20 
mil coins becomes particularly evident:

The silver coins, 50 and 100 mil, were 
also minted in larger figures, their silver 
content assuring their popularity. 
FHowever, that silver content also 
assured the profitability of 
counterfeiting these pieces. Most of the 
counterfeiting was done in Egypt; if 
caught, there was a lesser punishment 
than in Palestine. The 20 mils coin was 
also forged because of its tremendous 
buying power at the time. Even in 1934- 
1936, it was possible to buy a light meal 
for 15 mils (a ''Grush-Wa-Chezi'") and 
this in the expensive cities like Jerusalem 
or Tel-Aviv. The counterfeiting was 


done by casting, and the work was so 
inferior that it was easy to detect. 
Nevertheless, there are known 
counterfeits in 1927, 1933, 1940 and 1942. 
(The latter two dates have created the 
theory that since buying power was low 
that Axis agents got hold of some of the 
previous counterfeiting forms and used 
the fakes to spread uneasiness in the 
homeland. This is, however, strictly a 
theory and has never been proven.) 

In 1965, with the price of the old coins 
up considerably, entrepreneurs in Tel- 
Aviv started to counterfeit the 1934 and 
1941 20 mils coins, which had the lowest 
mintage. This forgery was very crude, 
and the two men were apprehended. 
After the "'Six Day War" in 1967, Israel 
collectors wanted to buy the "old" coins 
from the Arabs, and small hoardings of 
the 1940 and 1942 20 mils coins were 
"dug out" by the Arabs and sold. These 
particular coins may have been the last 
of the counterfeits from former years. 

Minting of the holed coins was simple. 
Three holes at a time were punched in a 
strip, and then the blanks were cut and 
minted. There are some mint errors, the 
most frequent one in the 20 mils coin 
being the double hole. By incorrect 
speed of the punching machine or in- 
secure holding of the strip, an overlap- 
ping of two holes in one blank could be 
caused. Other less frequent errors were 
an off-center hole, misplaced holes, or 
holes not punched out. 

The complete set of Holy Land coins 
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Born in 1908 in Vienna, Austria, author Franz FrankI celebrates his 70th birthday this 
year. He studied law at the University of Vienna and joined the Zionist movement in 1923. 
In 1934, four years before Hitler annexed Austria, FrankI emigrated to Palestine where he 
worked and lived until 1950, serving in the Jewish Defense Forces during 1947-48. After a 
move to New York FrankI became a Wall Street broker, retiring in 1974. 

He is one of the founders of The Judaic Syngraphic Collectors Assn., and his collecting 
interests include HRE talers, Austrian coins, Palestine coins and banknotes, Israel 
banknotes, and Judaic syngraphics. 

the coins were then minted by the Royal 
Mint. 

At the same time, it was decided to 
issue Palestine banknotes with values of 
500 mils, 1 pound, 5 pounds, 10 pounds, 

50 pounds, and 100 pounds. The latter 
note proved most unnecessary since in 
1927, when the economic conditions in 
Israel were very poor, a note with an 
official value of $500 (U.S.) was out of 
proportion. Even in the mid-30's when 
the economy was booming, 100 pounds 


were more than an upper class skilled 
worker's yearly salary; the notes were 
apparently printed to impress certain 
dignitaries. In the 1930's, all of 150 such 
notes were in circulation. 

With high prices and the extremely 
low living standard, the 20 mils coin, or 2 
grush as it was also called, was almost 
unnecessary and largely unaccepted. 
The piece was also shunned because In 
the darkness of evening transactions it 
could be mistaken for the similarly sized 
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For centuries Palestine, that narrow strip of land along the 
Eastern Mediterranean, served as the land bridge between the 
great ancient civilizations of Egypt and Mesopotamia, and as such 
its ruler yielded great power. As the world entered the 7th 
century A.D. and the Moslems rose to power around the 
Mediterranean, the focus of world dominance shifted to Europe 
and the rising imperialist nations. 


After the entry of Ottoman Turkey 
into World War I on the side of the 
Central Powers, Britain realized that it 
had to conquer Ottoman Palestine in 
order to protect its overland route to 
India and the left flank of its power 
triangle formed by Cairo, Capetown, 
and Calcutta. On the same day that the 
Egyptian Expeditionary Force under 
Gen. Sir Edmund Allenby started the 
offensive against Ottoman Palestine in 
November of 1917, Arthur Balfour, 
British secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, addressed a letter to Lord 
Rothschild, British representative of 
British jewry, promising British support 
for the establishment in Palestine of a 
national home for the Jewish people. 
Jerusalem surrendered on December 9, 
1917, and by the following October the 
remainder of the Holy Land and Ot- 
toman Syria had fallen under British 
control. One of the first acts of the 
British Army's administration was to 
demonitize the Turkish currency and 
replace it with Egyptian money and the 
British gold sovereign. 

Commencing in July 1920, the Holy 
Land was under civilian administration 
headed by Sir Herbert Samuel, and then 
in July 1922 the British Mandate of 
Palestine, incorporating the Balfour 
Declaration, was approved by the 
League of Nations council. In 1924 
Samuel, then High Commissioner, took 
the first steps toward introducing 
Palestine currency as legal tender. On 
February 7, 1927, the ''Palestine Curren- 
cy Order" was passed in counsel of His 
Majesty; in the Holy Land, the "Curren- 
cy Notes Ordinance of 1927" was passed 
concurrently, constituting Palestinian 
currency as the legal tender. The 
Palestine Currency Board then ap- 
pointed the treasurer of Palestine as 
Currency Officer, while Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) in 


London was named "agent for custody 
of the stock of currency in Palestine." 
Shipping and inspection was handled by 
the Crown agents In London who con- 
trolled printing of the banknotes. 

And so the coinage of the Holy Land 
was created, the first Christian money 
since the Crusades and the first Jewish 
money in Palestine since the Bar Kochba 
Revolt almost 1800 years before. It was 
decided that the Palestine pound equal 
to the British gold pound should be 
divided Into 1000 mils, with 10 mils 
equalling 1 piaster. (This formula was 
based on the coinage of Egypt of 1916, 
after this country became a British 
protectorate.) The Currency Board 
decided that the following 
denominations should be minted: 

7 Mil, 2 Mils — Bronze; alloy was slight- 
ly changed during WWII. 

5 Mils, 10 Mils, 20 Mils — Cupro-nickel 
(750 parts copper, 250 parts nickel; 
because of nickel shortage in WWII, 
alloy was changed to 970 parts copper, 
025 parts zinc, 005 parts tin), each with a 
central hole. 

50 Mils, 100 M/7s— Silver (.720 fine); 
milled edges. 

All three official languages (English, 
Hebrew, Arabic) were used on every 
coin, leaving limited space for 
decorative features. The design of the 
coins came from A. Harrison, an 
engineer in the Public Works Depart- 
ment in Palestine who chose the olive 
branch, eternal symbol of peace. A 
wreath of olive branches surrounded 
the perforation in holed coins, while a 
sprig of the olive tree decorated the 5, 10 
and 20 mils coins. The design was 
reviewed by the Royal Mint, London, 
while the Hebrew and Arabic lettering 
was examined by experts in Britain. A 
specimen set of all coins was soon 
approved by His Majesty the King and

For a number of years I think ANA has 
held back from ''moving into the 20th 
century/' particularly as far as our bourse at 
the ANA convention. All too often, the 
importance of this segment of out conven- 
tions has been overlooked, and yes ... even 
downgraded by some. Attendance has 
grown faster than space available for the 
bourse, as well as other areas of participa- 
tion. 

While it is a fact that the association is 
made up with the largest part of our membership being 
collectors, nevertheless, you can't escape the fact that 30% to 40% 
of the membership are either legitimate dealers, part-time 
dealers or closet dealers! Without the dealers' participation in 
our conventions, and the money derived from bourse tables, the 
association would be hard put to find enough money to pay for 
all the other functions that go on. 

Because we have such large and extensive facilities at Houston, 
I advocated, and the board concurred, in having approximately 
100 more dealer openings this year. Only a few people, already in 
on what has seemingly amounted to "a closed corporation," 
have complained, while most everyone else has agreed, that the 
enlarged bourse will give an opportunity to attend the world's #1 
Coin Show to many up and coming knowledgeable new dealers. 
I look forward to the Houston Convention being a big success In 
every way, in typically Texas style. 

We also will have more foreign dealers participating this year 
than ever before, and I know the variety of material offered will 
greatly exceed anything ever before offered at a single show. 

Last but not least, your board is keeping an open mind on the 
convention situation and will evaluate its operation in Houston 
before making a determination on the size of future bourse 
areas, etc. 
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in 1921, which obliged the Mint to 
forward all specimens of its coinage to 
the Hermitage. The whole Hermitage 
collection was saved entirely and 
preserved during the last war, although 
It brought severe ordeals to the city of 
Leningrad. The Hall Of Coins was 


demolished by an enemy shell, but not a 
single coin disappeared. Many 
numismatists of the Hermitage gave 
their lives in defending their city and 
their museum, guaranteeing the 
numismatic heritage of Russia for 
generations to come. 
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Roman Coin Project

There is an old saying, ''You can lead a horse to water, but you can't make him 
drink," which seems to apply to the Roman Coin Project. You can get juniors to write 
for Roman Coin Request Forms, but you can't make them earn Roman coins. As a 
matter of fact, records kept over the past year show that it takes four requests for 
Roman Coin Request Forms to develop one earner of a Roman coin. What about the 
other three? After going to all the trouble to request a RCRF - the packet includes 
participation instructions, pictures of coins that can be earned (both Roman and 
Byzantine), and an application for signing a new ANA member which would earn coin 
No.5 - why do 75 per cent fail to follow through and earn at least one Roman coin? 


The answer to this question is as 
perplexing as it is disappointing. Surely 
the program is neither so simple nor so 
hard as to discourage participation. Or is 
it? Maybe a minor or major change need 
be made to capture this missing par- 
ticipation. Only those who requested 
RCRF's and failed to follow through can 
answer this question. So, in fairness to 
you, to me, and to numismatics in 
general, won't you juniors who have 
requested a RCRF and have not yet 
earned a Roman coin, write and advise 
what is holding you back? Or better than 
that, why don't you just mail me a filled- 
in form requesting the coins that you 
have earned? After all, the rules for 
earning Roman coins are so basic that no 
junior can participate in numismatics 
without being eligible for at least one 
coin. 

A frequently asked question is: Must 
coins be earned in order? In general, it is 
not necessary; but complete jumping 
around may not be Indulged in either. 
Here are the rules in a nutshell. 

First three coins may be earned in any 


order. (There are six categories to choose 
from.) 

Coin number four cannot be earned 
until first three coins have been earned. 
(This coin is for completing the YNCC.) 

No coin past number four can be earned 
until number four has been earned. 

Either coin five (sign a new ANA 
member) or seven (write 500 words in a 
national publication) may be earned first. 

Coin six must follow coin five as it 
involves signing two more new ANA 
members. 

When the above seven coins have 
been earned, they must be exhibited to 
earn coin number eight, the final coin 
under the RCP. After earning coin 
number eight, a bonus coin to be 
selected from several type coinswill also 
be awarded. Additionally, at least one 
and maybe two books will be given to 
completors of the entire program. 

Are you a new member of ANA? Is 
there some question in your mind that 
you can really earn up to eight Roman 
and Byzantine coins? To get full infor- 
mation on participating in the Roman 
Coin Project, write David R. Cervin, 6201 
Adirondack, Amarillo, TX 79106. 
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niques of the later period. The United 
States 1804 Dollar is an interesting 
parallel. It is well established that no U.S. 
dollars were struck bearing the date 
1804. A small quantity of 1804 dollars do 
exist, but all bear characteristics of U.S. 
coinage of a later period, and there is 
strong evidence that they were struck at 
the mint during the period 1834-1835 
under questionable circumstances. The 
1804 dollar could well be considered a 
novodel. 

Coins of the Soviet State 

The general dislocation wrought to 
the imperial Russian economy by World 
War I which began in 1914 put an end to 
normal money circulation. On the out- 
break of the war not a single coin of full 
value was released for circulation. First 
gold, then silver, disappeared from the 
coins, and finally cheap base metal 
(billon) was used. By 1915 even copper 
was replaced by paper money and 
postage-stamp currency. 

While restoring national economics 
after the termination of the civil war and 
the final expulsion of the interven- 
tionists, at the same time making efforts 
to consolidate the linking of town and 
country, the Soviet government created 
a monetary system of its own in the 
course of Its monetary reform. It is based 
on the traditional Russian decimal prin- 
ciple. 

Lenin's idea of stabilizing the ruble 
came true, and during the final phase of 
the 1922-1924 monetary reform, Soviet 
coins played an Important role of far 
greater significance than a mere 
economic undertaking. New silver coins 
adorned with the emblem and motto of 
the Soviet State were not In the slightest 
way inferior to those of pre- 
revolutionary times, and for the multi- 
million rural population of the country 
they became a really reliable guarantee 
of an end to the protracted currency 
disorder once and for all. 

The stabilization of the Soviet money 
economy made it possible to completely 
abandon the minting of coins in the 
precious metals for practical circulation 
in 1931. Copper was replaced by bronze.

Silver had filled its role to its best ability 
and was superseded by nickel coins of a 
new design. 

The Hermitage Collection 

The richest and best classified 
numismatic collection in the U.S.S.R. is 
that at the State Hermitage. Anyone who 
thinks of the Hermitage as merely a 
former Imperial Museum, will find it 
hard to believe that the Numismatic 
Department increased Its collections 
three-fold in the decade between 1920- 
1930. This is the result of a planned 
reconstruction of the affairs of the 
whole museum. 

The Hermitage collection incor- 
porated the collections of numerous 
organizations. Including those of the 
Academy of Sciences, the Asian 
Museum, the Institute of Archeology, 
the University, and the Archeological 
Society. 

It also came into possession of the 
nationalized collections of the Tsars' 
palaces and of a few of the largest private 
ones, the most celebrated being that of 
Count Stroganov. Several hoards were 
also acquired by the State with the 
abolition of private property. 

From 1918 onwards permanent spon- 
sors have enabled the continued growth 
of the museum collections, such as the 
doubling of the Byzantine coin collec- 
tion in 1919. The completeness of the 
U.S.S.R. coin collections was ensured by 
a special decree adopted by the Council 
of Peoples' Commissars of the Republic 
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Constantine Pavlovitch Ruble. Struck in 1825 under the assumption 
that Grand Duke Constantine would assume the throne which in the 
course of events he did not. 


decided it best to hush up all faas 
connected with the ill-advised coinage. 
Therefore all the coins (about fivb or six 
pieces), dies, trial pieces, etc., were 
boxed up and sent to secret archives. 

Over the years the secret leaked out 
and the few existing pieces were dis- 
persed to museums and members of the

Counterfeits exist, but they are crude in 
appearance and not too difficult to 
detect. With some of the coins missing 
from the Hermitage Collection in 
Leningrad, there are only 3 accounted !

The 1825 Constantine Ruble 

^ Alexander I had no male children to 

Inherit the throne on his death 
I November 19, 1825. As a result, the royal 

f power passed to the next oldest brother, 

f the Grand Duke Constantine Pavlovitch, 

\ Viceroy of Poland. Constantine had con- 

I tracted a marriage to a commoner some 

f years previous that prevented his 

children frorri havingclaimtothethrone 
or to other high office, and he had 
secretly renounced the throne. Even the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, the brother next- 
in-line, was unaware of this. When Alex- 
ander I died, it was some time before 
Nicholas realized that he and not Con- 
stantine was the Tsar. During the period 
of uncertainty, the famous Constantine 
[ Rubles were struck. 

The mint authorities were aware of 
the fact that Alexander had no male heir 
to succeed him, and believed, as 
I everyone else, that Constantine was the 

next in line for the throne. A number of 
specimen rubles dated 1825 were struck. 
About this time Nicholas discovered he 
was the Tsar, and the mint officials

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papers as "'the well-known coin"' and 
their dies as *‘the secret dies." As a 
matter of fact, it was by no means a 
secret to everyone. "The Notes" by 
Abbot Georgel who visited St. 
Petersburg in 1799-1800 contained some 
information regarding them. 

The counterfeit ducats issued from 
1735 onwards proved to be a match for 
the authentic coins. Intended at first for 
payments abroad, they gradually 
became current at home; in the 19th 
century in particular, troops in the fron- 
tier provinces. Central Asia, the 
Caucasus, and Poland, were normally 
paid in this currency. The coin showed a 
warrier holding a bundle of arrows. In 
the Netherlands the striking of this type 
was temporarily suspended in 1849, and 
the Russian post-1850 mintage always 
carried the date "1849." Striking "the 
well-known coin" ceased in 1868 as a 
result of the Dutch government's 
protest. 

Before silver was released for circula- 
tion in 1923, gold chervontses were 
minted and immediately released for 
payments abroad, showing the emblem 
of the Russian Socialist Republic and the 
representation of a farmer sowing, with 
legends in Slavonic lettering. This short- 
lived issue promoted the strengthening 
of the international authority of the 
Soviet paper chervonets. As to silver 
coins dated 1921, 1922, and 1923, they

were held back to form a reserve in 
order to flood the market during the 
reform and redeem the paper money. 

Siberia Copper 

During the reign of Catherine II (1762- 
1796), copper mined In Siberia found 
use in the coinage of Russia. The coins, 
produced at the Kolyvan mint, were 
distinctive because the locally mined 
copper contained a certain amount of 
silver and in some instances gold. 
Separation of the metals was not 
technically feasible at the time. Accord- 
ingly, the coins were struck in the 
standard of 25 rubles to the pood, while 
other Russian copper at this time was 16 
rubles to the pood. (The pood is a 
Russian weight equivalent to about 36.1 
pounds.) 

In the 1770's in the course of the 
Russo-Turkish hostilities, the head- 
quarters of the Russian army on the

which served as a receipt. The Russians 
called these pieces ''Borodovaya/' but 
numismatists generally refer to them as 
Beard Money or Beard Tokens. 

Forced to pay the highest tax was the 
mercantile class, but among all the 
classes the tax was about as popular as 
any tax today. The tokens, for the most 
part, were struck in copper, though a 
few are known in silver, and there are 
numerous reproductions. All are rather 
rare and seldom seen. 


The Decimal System 

The creation of the decimal monetary 
system was a Russian contribution to 
world monetary status. In 1954, Russia 
celebrated the 250th anniversary of the 
Moscow coinage of the first Russian 
rubles, the issuance of which ac- 
complished the creation of a monetary 
system differing from any other in the 
world in its decimal structure. 

Many innovations which marked the 
early 18th century In Russia pushed aside 
this radical change In the Russian money 
economy, and neither Russian nor 
foreign literature mentioned the inter- 
national importance of the reform. The 
Russian economists and historians of the 
old school who investigated Peter^s 
monetary economy generally accepted 
it as ''historical fact"' that Peter I had 
taken over this innovation from the 
West. Actually it was the Russian 
monetary system of 1704 that was the 
first to appear among the 18th century 
decimal systems in Western Europe and 
America. 

In 1792, the National Congress of the 
United States of Northern America ap- 
proved the project of a decimal 
monetary system which had taken ten 
years to work out. In 1793-1794, the coins 
themselves, a dollar of 100 cents and its 
fractions, made their first appearance. 

Around the same time the Academy 
of Sciences of France, In accordance 
with a decision of the revolutionary 
government, had a project approved by 
the convention that led to the manufac- 
ture of a new series of a franc of 100 
centimes and its fractions in 1795. 

Gold Coins 

In the 18th century, Russian gold coins 
found their proper place in circulation. 
Gold supply was growing, owing to the 
efforts of the gold miners and the 
abominably heavy labor of exiles and 
convicts at state and private pits. Gold 
coinage, originally struck in Moscow 
and St. Petersburg, was concentrated at 
St. Petersburg alone after 1762. 

A noteworthy phenomenon in the 
Russian issues, which was the secret of 
more than a century, was the striking of 
foreign gold coins— the Dutch ducats 
mysteriously referred to In official

of the 17th century it became the prac- 
tice among common people to cut the 
kopecks into sections. The halves were 
cut out of the newer light coin and thirds 
out of the heavier old one, then used in 
small market purchases in taverns, etc. 
Here and there, as a sign of crisis, local 
coin substitutes were issued on private 
initiative, for example, 'leather tokens," 
or stamped leather scraps. 

Beard Money 

Tyrant or reformer, Peter the Great is 
still often credited as being the founder 
of modern Russia. He was only ten years 
old when he was made joint ruler of the 
empire with his retarded half-brother, 
but at seventeen he thwarted the am- 
bitions of all others by seizing the throne 
for himself. The speed and force Peter 
exercised in this seizure gained him 
much status and admiration, and the 
powers of Europe quickly recognized 
his rule. 

Peter was to become the instigator of 
many Internal reforms In an effort to

Westernize the Russian people, in- 
cluding a decree that if any Russian man 
chose to continue wearing a beard he 
would have to pay for this privilege. The 
old Asiatic-Russian style of long robes 
and a long beard simply did not corres- 
pond to the clean shaven European look 
with its short coats and buckled shoes. 

Consequently, a tax was imposed with 
the amount paid to be according to 
social standing. To show that the tax had 
been paid, a token coinage was issued 
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them, as was customary in most minting 
of the period, it was rolled into wire and 
sliced into equal sections of the proper 
weight. On being flattened, little plates 
of a slightly oval shape resulted. The 
application of this method avoided ad- 
ditional remolding of the waste silver, 
inevitable when producing disks, and 
thus the relatively standard weight of the 
coins was achieved. 

Peter the Great introduced a new 
method of minting coins. Under his rule, 
Russian coins differed essentially from 
their predecessors In being larger In 
size, which varied for the different 
denominations, and In being perfectly 
circular. They resembled Western coins 
in appearance, but in design they con- 
tinued the pre-Peter traditions. 

As to Its equipment, the St. Petersburg 
Mint was inferior to many others until 
the end of the 18th century, since other 
mints were able to employ water power 
from mill-wheels. However In 1805, in 
the newly-built and magnificent edifice 
designed by architect A. Porta In front of 
the cathedral in the Peter & Paul fortress, 
some screw presses and other machines 
were brought and installed. These were 
shipped from the Bolton works in 
England and driven by English steam- 
powered pneumatic tools. 

By the early 16th century the bulk of 
the coins in circulation was systematical- 
ly replenished by four mints only, those 
of Novgorod, Pskov, Moscow and Tver, 
which struck coins of a strict weight 
standard. Plenty of miscellaneous old 
coins of varying weights outside the 
system limits were still current. In the 
early 30's of the 16th century, an unex- 
pected monetary crisis arose caused by 
coin clipping which began spon- 
taneously and rapidly extended to many 
parts of the country and even beyond its 
borders (on to the Volga area.) It may 
have begun with an endeavor to ''fit'' 
non-standard old coins to the general 


standard of the pieces in circulation. In 
doing so, many old coins lost half their 
metal. 

An active search for the "criminals" 
and the imposition of severe 
punishments like the "lossof a hand and 
pouring hot tin into the throat" did little 
to minimizethe problem. The way outof 
this currency circulation disorder was 
found in the monetary reform of 1534, 
decreed almost simultaneously with the 
accession of Ivan IV, then gnder-age. 
This reform prohibited the circulation of 
any old coin, whether clipped or not. 

By the end of the 17th century the 
silver kopeck had undergone several 
weight reductions and finally became a 
tiny coin utterly insufficient to meet the 
demands of the market. Large payments 
in kopecks involved a tremendous loss 
of time in counting; atthesametimethe 
value of the kopeck was still too high for 
use in petty market trade. Yet the strik- 
ing of coins of lower denomination (the 
dengas) by hammer brought no profit to 
the Treasury, and it almost ceased 
production of them. And so by the turn

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Metal being one of the few remnants of history which passes 
through the hands of time relatively unchanged, the coins found 
in archaeological hoards furnish an invaluable and at times sole 
record of a vanished civilization. Though only a small portion of 
ancient coinage has survived to the present day, this amount Is 
still considerable. At museums in the Soviet Republic alone, a 
few million ancient coins are stored, with the classified collection 
of the Hermitage comprising more than 300,000 varied coins 
including several highly prized hoards. 


In antiquity, out-dated coins were 
frequently remelted and restruck for the 
coinage of a new ruler, but the nature of 
human events has left us examples of 
most. Small and smooth coins carried 
about by man and passing from hand to 
hand could easily be dropped and 
would then disappear in the ground. On 
the sites of many ancient settlements 
coins are a fairly common occurrence; 
hundreds and even thousands of them 
are found by systematic excavations. 
Sometimes coins were deliberately 
thrown away, or placed as a gift to the 
gods, or left among the belongings of 
the dead. When excavating burial 
mounds, coins have sometimes been 
found in a dead person's mouth, put 
there in order to help him on his way to 
the other world. On the construction 
site of the Dneiper power station in 
Russia, named after Lenin, ancient coins 
have been dug up in the drained river 
bed. These may have been thrown into 
the water to placate the gods of the 
Dneiper rapids. 

In many regions it was customary to 
place a coin in the basement of a house 
under construction 'Tor good luck." In 
this way the coins themselves would 
become buried in the ground after the 
destruction of the house. 

Coins were often considered to be 
works of art and were kept as or- 
naments, in addition to their being a 
means of circulation. Coin pendants and 
necklaces have also been excavated 
from burial mounds. Down through the 
ages coins were used in folk jewelry and 
as dress ornaments. When the dress was 
worn out, the coins were torn off and 
sewn onto a new one. 

A coin is an informative scholarly and 
historical record. Monetary circulation 


can demonstrate the money- 
commodity relations in a society, 
provide an index of commodity circula- 
tion and of goods manufactured, and 
serve as a witness to local and inter- 
national economic relations. 

A few coins may be termed "stay-at- 
homes," as they never left the country or 
locality where they were minted. Other 
coins were struck for local circulation, 
but went on to find use in foreign 
countries. Ancient Greek coins man- 
aged to reach the Black Sea shores and 
Central Asia, while Roman coins were 
the first to be encountered by the 
Ancient Slavs in Europe. Ancient Russian 
coins of the 10th and 11th centuries 
(apart from Kievan Russia) have been 
found far beyond their boundaries — in 
Poland, in the Baltic Sea coast, in 
Sweden, and in Germany. Some coins 
are more easily found thousands of 
miles away from the mints that once 
coined them than at the place of their 
minting; international trade turned 
them out of their own country's borders 
Immediately after their issue. In the 
lands of Eastern Europe, ancient Kievan 
Russia and other Slavonic states, and in 
the islands and coasts of the Baltic Sea, 
hoards of 8th-10th century oriental coins 
are scattered, though struck at remote 
towns of the Moslem East. Coins from 
remote towns of medieval Europe of the 
10th and 11th centuries were ac- 
cumulated and hoarded In many 
thousands and buried in northern Russia 
in the 11th to early 12th centuries. 

In the 14th century, after the revival of 
the native coinage, peculiar minting 
techniques became customary and 
remained unaltered up to Peter's time. 
Instead of forging or hammering silver 
into sheets and punching blanks out of 
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Returning home, the Cossacks found 
financial disaster caused by a ban the 
czar had placed on grain exportation 
from the Don district. In a fury, the 
Cossacks now demanded their in- 
dependence and since there was no one 
strong enough in Russia in 1918 to stop 
them, the Don Cossack Republic was 
established in January, 1918, followed by 
the establishment of the Kuban 
Republic shortly thereafter. For the 
sake of brevity the political aspects will 
not be presented here. Economically, 
the new republics had to raise money for 
the following uses: maintenance of their 
own military forces, roadways, payment 
of the republic officials, education, 
relief of the destitute, and purchase of 
additional vacated lands for reassign- 
ment to Cossacks. Money for these 
expenses were raised by the following 
methods: taxes, products raised on 
republic-owned lands, sale of republic- 
owned lands, donations, and the 
issuance of paper money. 

But the Republics were doomed 
because each of the Cossack stanitsas 
was torn between allegiance to the 
Bolsheviks and service with the Red 
Army, or to the counterrevolution and 
service with the White Guards; families 
even found members marching away to 
different camps. Eventually the Cossacks 
joined the Red Army cause and the 
republics faded into the unity of the 


Soviet Union. 

During the existence of the Don 
Republic, it issued obligation notes 
drawing 5% interest in denominations of 
500; 1,000; 5,000; 10,000; 25,000; and 
50,000 rubles. Nowotscherkassk, 
Taganrog and Rostow were the cities 
where the state banks distributed the 
notes, which were issued on the first of 
January, April, July, and October of 1918. 
The notes bear the doubleheaded eagle 
watermark (excepting the 50,000 ruble 
note Issued in October of 1919 by the 
bank at Taganrog whose watermark Is 
the swastika), which shows arrows in its 
talons rather than the orb and scepter of 
the czar eagle. Even in very good condi- 
tion the notes are catalogued for as high 
as $180 each. They are 304 mm x 115mm 
in size, red-brown and olive in color, 
and all bear the same design. 5 

On March 15, 1918, under the chair- 
manship of L.L. Butschl, the Kuban 
Republic authorized the issuance of a 5 
ruble note, but it was never put into 
circulation. Obligation notes were also 
authorized in denominations of 3, 5, 10, 
20, and 100 rubles. In 1920 the 250 ruble 
notes were authorized but never 
reached circulation. 

Perhaps found only in the collections 
of serious paper money collectors, these 
paper money issues have, like the 
Cossacks, joined the recollections of this 
colorful period of Russian history.

For the next twenty years he was in the

By the early 1900's, the Cossacks' 
^ economic standard had dwindled to the 

f point that the horse taken by the son 

during his military training was often the 
j last work horse on the farm, the uniform 

[ his father's dusty uniform from days long 

^ past, and his weapons rusty and fre- 

quently unusable. This state of affairs 
[ forced more and more Cossacks to 

j become dependent upon local aid for 

their necessities of life or to go into the 
} cities for employment, and they began 

! to blame the czars whom they had 

served so faithfully for hundreds of years 
for the deterioration of their life style. 
^ Rebellion began to manifest Itself in 

i various actions: refusal to leave for 

I active duty when called; refusal to ride 


into and over demonstrators as they had 
done in the past; actually joining the 
demonstrators and strikers; conflicts 
with the local police; demanding self 
rule as an independent republic. 

The turmoil came to an apex during 
World War I. The cavalry was the 
mainstay of the Russian army, and 
although only one-tenth of the Russian 
population was composed of Cossacks, 
they furnished 42 percent of the cavalry. 
At the beginning of the war, the 
Cossacks were extremely successful 
against the Germans and Austrians, but 
later when the machine gun, barbed 
wire entanglements, and airplanes were 
used by the Central Powers, the 
Cossacks' efforts were brought to a halt. 
The English were wise enough to 
withdraw their cavalry from the conflict, 
but not the czar's generals; time after 
time they ordered the Cossacks on 
against overwhelming odds. Even then 
they won several unbelievable actions, 
but when the czar demanded they 
become infantrymen, utilizing skills that 
they had not learned, the results were 
disastrous and the Cossacks finally quit 
and went home. (Of the 300,000 Don 
Cossacks in the cavalry, 72 percent 
wound up as casualties.)^

and neck, but a stayer, docile, in- 
telligent, indifferent to weather, thriving 
on poor food and ignorant of the luxury 
of a stable. The life of the Cossack 
depended on the devotion of his horse. 
His uniform consisted of black or dark 
blue trousers with a narrow red stripe 
down each leg — the sign of the cavalry — 
and a coat cut to facilitate riding in the 
saddle. Across the chest was a band of 
shells. The sandy colored summer beak 
cap and high fur winter cap, which bent 
in the middle and hung down behind 
the neck, featured the double-headed 
eagle of the czars. During the Civil War, 
the Red Army-supporting Cossacks had 
a red strip on the fur cap, and on the 
beak of the summer cap was the red star. 
The White Guard Cossacks' high ranking 
officers wore white coats. 

Why, you ask, did It take four years to 


finish the cavalry training? The answer 
lies in the feats that had to be mastered 
before the young Cossacks ''graduated" 
and were declared fit for active service: 

1. Mount his horse and dismount at 
full gallop. 

2. Shoot to the rear with a rifle while 
jumping a fence or while clinging to 
the underside of a galloping horse. 

3. Stand upright on the saddle at full 
gallop. 

4. Two Cossacks pick up a third dis- 
mounted Cossack at full gallop. 

5. Dismounted man leaps upon the 
saddle behind a companion on a 
galloping horse. 

6. Swing from the pommel of the 
saddle while the horse was in full 
gallop. 

7. Leap from one side of the horse to 
the other side. 
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end outweighed their advantages, caus- 
ing economic depression for the 
Cossacks. Field work was frequently 
disrupted by surprise attacks by the 
Mongols, Turks, and Kirghiz or by the 
czar's conscription which took the men 
away for years at a time to fight in foreign 
wars.^ The Cossacks were also in- 
creasingly used like a national guard to 
control the outbursts of Russian discon- 
tent seen in the workers' riots, strikes 
and demonstrations. This they did with 
such fierceness and cruelty that the 
word ''Cossacks" became a symbol of 
hate among the Russian workers and 
peasants. Back home Cossack fields lay 
idle as the women were unable to 
sustain the burden of both housekeep- 
ing and childbearing along with planting 
and harvesting the harsh land, and so the 
weeds gradually reclaimed much of the 


farmland. Lacking the Income of the 
harvest, families became destitute. 

Then in a move which would seem a 
breach of faith to the Cossacks, the czar, 
in seeing these Idle fields, decided to 
offer them to dissatisfied peasants and 
workers which would transform these 
potential dissidents into servants of the 
czar. Jealousy between these new im- 
migrants and the old was Inevitable. 

The military service required of the 
male Cossacks was an additional finan- 
cial drain on the family. When a youth of 
18 was notified by the ataman that he 
had to leave for four years of military 
training, he had to equip himself at his 
own expense. This included a horse 
which usually cost 150 rubles, his uni- 
form at 25 rubles, sabre at 15 rubles and 
pistol, etc., at another 25 rubles. The 
horse was a small animal, short of limb 
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A lthough the Don and Kuban Cossacks had enjoyed the 
special favor of the Russian czars for centuries, nothing could 
protect them against the social and economic disorder which 
swept over czarist Russia in the early 1900's. The chaotic economy 
caused by the Civil War and Foreign Interventionist Period (1917- 
1922) produced innumerable agencies, organizations, and 
governments that issued their own paper money, resulting in one 
of the most erratic, complex and confusing monetary systems 
ever experienced by any nation. A study of the origin of the 
Cossacks, their culture, political affiliation, social order and 
economic structure will clarify the events which led to this 
group's paper money issue. 


The historical development of the 
Cossacks reaches back to the middle 
ages and fugitives from serfdom in the 
central Asian Turkic states who 
preferred a nomadic life in the steppes 
north of the Black Sea. In Turkish they 
were called kazak which means ''adven- 
turer"' or '"rebel.'' The name was again 
applied to peasants of what is now the 
Ukraine who escaped their landlords by 
migrating into the harsh land along the 
Don and Kuban Rivers. At one time all 
Ukrainians came to be known as 
Cossacks, but not all Cossacks were 
Ukrainians; many of them belonged to 
the Turkic peoples, many were of mixed 
races. 

Since the Cossacks had settled on the 
frontier, the Polish kings and later the 
Russian czars on a larger scale, drafted 
them as defendants of the State's 
borders and as an advance force in 
extending Russia's realm. The Cossacks 
revolted against any efforts by the czar 
or landowners to minimize their hard 
earned freedoms, and so the czar found 
it best to keep the Cossacks in his 
service. In return for their military con- 
scription the Cossacks were granted 
some 27 acres of land and one silver 
ruble per day of active service, freedom 
from land taxation, and freedom of self- 
rule. These privileges attracted many 
Russians to migrate into the Don and 
Kuban river regions and adopt the life 
style of the Cossacks. 

The Cossack village or stanitsa was 
ruled by one man (ataman on the Don; 
hetman on the Kuban) chosen by all 
male citizens over 18 years of age and 


assisted in normal affairs by a council of 
five: Though subject to recall at any time 
by a majority vote of all male citizens, 
the ataman had absolute power in time 
of military action and even had the 
power to determine which 18 year olds 
were excused from military ‘ training 
duty. The local council was responsible 
for the collection of money for the 
expenses of the stanitsa, including sup- 
port of the church and the local poor. 

The Kuban Cossacks retained their 
Polish affiliation, raised grain, and were 
considered gentle and easy going. The 
more fiery Don Cossacks retained Rus- 
sian ties; they raised livestock and grain, 
but were an aggressive people known 
for their cruelty. The dances of each 
group greatly reflected their differing 
attitudes. Several working oxen or 
horses, and a few milk cows, pigs and 
chickens were common livestock on a 
Cossack's farm which he worked with 
the help of a scythe, wooden rake and 
plow, flail and if financially well-off, a 
reaping machine. The house was a 
rambling one story dwelling, heated by a 
huge native stone stove which was 
generally centrally located and so huge 
that its top was used as a bed on frigid 
nights. The walls of the home were 
frequently decorated with handiwork, 
and the windows were more often than 
not open to the whims of nature. A barn, 
threshing floor, and granary made up 
the additional farm buildings. 

Blessed as they were by uncommon 
privileges, the Cossacks should have 
prospered and grown, but the price they 
had to pay for their special favor in the 
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
